The 
two buildings are on the grounds about 1290 ft. from the site 
of the new school. With little cost for the moving, a new 
concrete foundation and a few repairs, they would accommodate 
the Indian visitors for many years, 


3. A néw modern cow stable be built. ‘The old one is nearly 
half a mile away and in a very bad shape. It is milt on the 
eround without concrete foundation, practically no roof ana 
very far from the water Supply; said barn should be large 
enough to accommodate at least 39 cows. You know better than 

I do what the cost will be. There is lots of material in the 
old barn which could be used but I think there is no contractor 
who would like to use second hand lumber. 


I would ask, dear Mr. Graham, to réecomment 
these estimates and we will start the work as soon as we are 
allowed by authorities.

Referring to the engine and generator 
that was recently installed at the Duck Lake Boarding 
School. It has been brought to my attention that they 
are too small for the amount of work they are called 
upon to do. The engine should be at least 5 H.P. more 
than the one we have, and the generator should be a 
7% K.W. instead of a 5 K.W. 


It seems to me that it would be the 
proper thing to transfer this engine and generator to 
the Onion Lake School and buy a 15 H.P. Type '4' engine 
and a 7$ K.W. generator for Duck Lake. Fortunately, the 
engine and generator that we have at re <a gust 
what we require for Onion Lake, so that has been 
lost through installing them. 


The cost of a 15 H.P. Type 'Z' engine 
will be $976.00 f.0.b. Winnipeg, and the 7% K.ii. “Generator 
$325.00 £.0.b- Winnipeg. I would be glad to have your 
authority to place this order with the Canadian Fairbanks- 
Morse people at the earliest possible date. They will 
charge approximately $100.00 for taking down the present 
engine, crating it and installing the new one, and the 
freight charges will be approximately $100. 00.

Dear Sir:- 


I beg to submit to you the following 
report on the sewerage of the Duck Lake School. 


Before we redugout we tried water 
pressure and found that from one pipe the water somes 
out and goes in the other line of pipes. There are 
two lines; one from toilets and one from kitohen and 
washing machines. 


We red t from the first to the 
second manhole, about 610 feet and found that there are 
leake practically to all joints. 


I will advise you to have an Inwpector 
from the Department of Sanitation to come and let ue know 
what should be done in the present case. Last summer an 
Inspector came from Regina and obliged the men of the 
eontractor to reopen the pipes and make the joints not 


leaking. 

As far as I know we need two other manholes. 
It is nearly impossible to make a rod of 600 feet sane We 
have in town a man who is able to build manholes and to do 
any kind of work according to the advices of an Inspector.

Dear Sir:- 


We have made an examination of the Sewage System at 
Duck Lake on the 9th of September, and although we understood 
you had ordered 4 plwnber to come down, and cleaning rods to be 
supplied some two weeks before this date, we find that all that 
has been done is to uncover the drain pipes for about 500 feet, 
put none lifted, and an attempt to force water through from 
manhole #1 to manhole 7/2, and all this time the system 18 being 
used by the School. 


We examined manhole 41 and found sludge up to level 
of the 6" outlet and water flowing over into the 6" sewer line. 
ia examined manhole #2 and found it normal, but understand it 
had been washed out during the present aifficulty by the school 
representative. ie examined manhole #3, next to Septic Tank, 
and found it filled with sludge up about 24" above the sewer 
outlet to Tank. 


We pumped water {nto this manhole and disturbed 
the sludge until we had it down to proper level, but the sludge 
was heavy and hard to flow. 


iia broke up one length of pipe taken at random and 
found tha joint packed with oakum and apparently in good condition 
and well cemented. The school representative showed us some 
joints that were leaking and there 4s evidently @ slight leak in 
a few joints, but in our opinion no more than any other tile drain 
would leak, and in any event the school representative has had 
60 lbs. pressure of water on this line and it is possible for 
this pressure to have forced some of the joints. 


In our opinion the stoppage was caused by paper 
and other heavy matter glogging around the iron grid at manhole 
#3, next to Tank, and the whole system filling up before any 
person was aware of the condition at manhole FB6 


™e iron grid should be cut away and the system 
should have regular attention to see that it ig @lowing normally. 


The extreme length and the very slight fall per 
foot make it necessary to use 4 lot of water, and also to 
examine the manholes regularly. 


Another manhole should be installed between #1 


and #2, as over 500 “get is too much without 4 manhole, for 
cleaning and examining the line.

We wish to emphasize the fact that the joints 
are as tight as any drain tile would be and this is 
proven by the fact that the open ditch had several inches 

£ rainwater due to recent heavy rain, and the pipe 
failed to take off the water from the ditch in spite of 
the fact that the six inch pipe is flowing only about 1" 
of depth. 


We believe Mir. Poiret is going to attempt to 
Glear the line with rods, but some time ha@ already been 
lost and the longer the system is left the more trouble 
it will be to put it right. 


We have not seen anything which would indicate 
negligence on our part or by our sub-contractors, and 
the system was installed under the constant supervision of 
the Inspector Mr. Taillon, who made it his business to 
see that all the joints were properly cemented before the 
back-f111 was done.

‘, In speaking to lire Johns further on the subject 
he tells me that the work of cleaning out the pipes has 
been neglected and the sewage has been allowed to accumulate. 
When he went there he adWWsed them very strongly to get to 
work and gat the drains cleared. 


You will notice from his report that he attaches 
no blame whatever to the construction of the system. I 
fear that we are going to have serious trouble at this point 
if the matter is not attended to. T called up the Sanitation 
Division, Department of Health and asked that an officer be 
sent to Duck Lake to see what could be done. TI also 
instructed Father Lelmas some time ago to get rods made and 
see if he could clean it up.

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I fear that we are going to have continual 

? trouble with the sewerage system at this school- A very 
serious mistake was made in locating the school 1400 feet 
away from the point of sewage disposal. I would never have 
recommended that it be placed so far away had I been 
consulted and the Department mist take the responsibility 
for this. It could easily have been placed about 600 
feet away. 1400 feet of pipe with a drop of only one 
inch in twenty-five is bound to make trouble, especially 
when there is a limited supply of water 


Mr. Johns tells me that when he visited the 
school the Principal was away, but he did Bee him for a 
few minutes before he left. 


T have done all that I think can be done 
in the meantime.

Dear Sir:- 


At your request I arranged for Mr. T. Ae Reid 
of this Department to visit Duck Lake on the 18th imt. for 
the purpose of reporting on the operation of the sewer and 
sewage disposal plant at the Duck Lake Indian School. 


Mr. Reid has had considerable experience in the 
construction of sewers having been a contractor himself and 
you may therefore place full confidence in his findings. 


It would appear that there are two sewers from the 
new school to the disposal plant, which run side by side for 
@ distance of approximately 1370 feet. One sewer is a six 
inch sewer which conveys the water from the laundry and the 
run off from the roof, and discharges direct on the ground 
surface, the other sewer is 8 inches and carries the sewage, 
from the toilets, baths, and basins, discharging into the 
disposal plant. 


I am unable to understand why there should be 
two sewers and li. Reid cannot throw any light on this matter. 


The 8 inch sewer is in itself quite large enough 
to take all waste liquids from the school, including wash water 
from the laundry. If the wash water from the laundry had been 
excluded from this 6 inch storm sewey, I could understand its 
purpose for it would then convoy only clear and harmless water 
which would be discharged witout treatment, but the waste 
liquids from the laundry should certainly be run through the 
disposal plant. 


There are three manholes between the school and 
the disposal plent, and Mr. Reid found that the outlet pipo for 
number 3 manholé had been blocked by three vertical strips of 
metal which were acting as a screen and causing the se « to 
back up in the pipe. 


The sewer pipe appears to have been choked flor the 
following reasons: 


(1) The strips of metal above referred to at man- 
hole No. 3. 


(2) The bases of the manholes have not been 
properly finished off. Sewer manholes should be provided with 
a@ proper concrete channel at the base and this channel should 
be So finished that it will be impossible for solids to lodge 
at the base of the manhole. This has not been done, the man- 
holes being perfectly flat at the botton with the result that 
the solids have spread over the floor of the manhole and have 
caused stopa’e in the pipe line. This is obviously bad 
workmanship on the part of the contractor.

; 


(3) There is not sufficient water coming down 
the 8 inch pipe to flush and keep clean the pipe line. 
The waste water from the laundry should be turned into 
this 8 inch pipe leaving the 6 inch pipe for storm water 
onlye 


Mr. Reid suggestions therefore, which I endorse, 
are as follows: 


The base of the manholes to be reconstructed by 
providing a proper concrete channel or a split pipe. 
channele This should be done in all three manholeSe 


It would be well to cover the pipe line and man- 
holes with straw during the winter as some of the man- 
holes and positions of the are only about six feet 
deep. sewer 


Mr. Reid also points out that the disposal plant 
is in a very bad state of repair. The distributing trays 
need adjusting. The filter bed required to ve cleaned and 
rebuilt with broken stone. The roof needs repairs and the 
outlet channels amd ditches require to be cleaned out. 


This matter was brought to your attention on 
September 9th, 1224, and on September llth of that year you 
advised me that you were arranging for the plant to be over- 


hauled. This has apparently not been done and I would 
be glad to knwo that some definite action will be taken.

I beg to refer you to my letter of the 14th instant, 
enclosing a copy of a letter that I received from the kev. 
father Delmas in connection with the sewage disposal system 
at the Duck Lake Indian Boarding School; also a report from 
lir. Jonne, Superintendent of the gonstruction firm of Smith 
Bros. & Wilson, who had the contract for the work of install- 
ing the system. 


I now enclose a report from Mr. R.H.Murray, Director 
Division of Sanitation for the Government of this Province, on 
a visit of their Mr- 7.A. Reid to Duck Lake. This report 
would indicate that there ia not much blame to be attached 
to Messrs. Smith Bros. & Wilson. They claim that they built 
according to specifications, and that the manholes should 
have been provided with a concrete channel at the base, but 
instead of this, I understand it is just a flat slab. ‘They 
also object to the metal strips which have been placed over 
the drainage in the three manholes. I believe that the 
contract called for these metal strips at each manhole. 
ir. Johne told me that these should never have been put 
in, and you will see that Mr. Reid is of the same opinion 
You will also note that there is not sufficient water going 
down to properly flush the 8" drain, and the suggestion is 
to turn the water in the 6" storm sewer into this drain. 
You will note that this suggestion comes from an engineer 
of the Division of Sanitation of the Government.

Something will have to be done with regard 
to this system at once. If the suggestions outlined 
by Mr. Reid are carried out it would not cost a great 
deal of money. 


I am at a loss to know why the Department allowed 
this building to go up 1370 feet away from the point of 
the sewage disposal when it might just as well have been 
placed within 600 feet of this point and have saved 
all this excavation, besides affording 4 more satisfactory 
slope for the drainage. If I had had anything to say 
in the matter the school certainly would not have been 
located where it is- 


Kindly advise me as to what you wish done in 
the matter.

I am in receipt of your letier of the 26th ultimo, 
together with a copy of a Report by Mr. R. Ii. Murray,of 
Regina, with regard to the defective condition of the 
sewage disposal system at the Duck lake Indian Boarding 
School ani the location of the site where the main build- 
ing has been actually erected. 


Im reply I beg to say that the choosing of the above 
mentioned site was made after & somplete survey of the 
property had been obtained. ‘The long distance between the 
points of discharge of the sewage and the building was necessi~- 
tated in order to obtain the required difference of elevation 
between these two points so as to ensure proper drainage of the 
basement and mke tse of the underground disposal system which 
was already installed, thus saving the expense of a new complete 
installation. 


With reference to the recommendations made by Mr. murray 
as to the alterations required to remedy the present conditions 
te this sewage system, it is considered that the following re- 
pairs should be made. 


(a) Lowering of the base at the man-hole 18" below present level. 

(vb) Cleaning and reconstruction of the filter beds with crushed stone, 
also cleaning of the outlet channels and ditches where so absolutely 
required. 

I shall further give instructions to the Principal of this school, 
that the man-holes be inspected once a month and cleaned out if necess- 
ary: It is considered that if this precaution had been taken, the 
actual condition in the sewer pipe would not have resulted.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
5th instant #109-1-5 acknowledging receipt of a copy of a report 
made by Mr. R.H.Murray, Director of Sanitation for this Province. 
I note what you say regarding the choosing of a site for the 
school, I still am of the opinion that the site is ina wrong 
location, and it could have been four or five hundred feet 
nearer the existing cesspool, and I am not alone in this opinion. 
People who know the situation well, agree with me in this. This 
would have saved having the long sewage drain and would have made 
it mech easier to handle the situation. As a matter of fact 
the sewage drain has got to pass through a low section, and in 
order to get the drop it brings those pipes about four feet 
from the surface, which is going to cause trouble all the time. 

I — that I am quite right in what I have said regarding this 
matter. 


On receipt of your letter I could not understand what 
you meant by "lowering of the base at the man-hole 18" below 
present level." This is the last thing we would do, according 
to the contractors, Messrs. Smith Bros. & Wilson, and according 
to Mr. Murray and his Sanitary Inspectors. By carrying this 
out you are merely putting a cesspool at each manhole. What 
is needed is a channel leading from the intake at the manhole 
to the outlet on a level with the drain, No excavation 
whatever should be made; simply a grooved channel. 


I am not acting on these instructions until I hear 
further from you, as it is hard to understand what is meant 
by your letter.

Sir:- 


I beg to refer you to my letter dated 
August 21st last, in which I informed you that 
I was holding back a voucher in favour of 
Matthew Wylie of Regina, representing the moving 
of an Engine and Generator at the Duck Lake 
Residential School, pending an endeavour to 
arrive at a settlement, as I considered Mr. Wylie's 
account for labour and material, amounting to 
$673.65, was altogether too high in view of the 
services performed. 


I am supported in my belief by the 
Principal of the School and one of our Inspectors 
who has examined the work and both these men agree 
with me that too much time was spent in performing 
this work. However, I have gone thoroughly into 
the matter and find that Mr. Wylie's receipts for 
the payment of material and labour are all in order 
and in view of this, feel that we are helpless 
and have no other alternative but to pay the account. 


I took the matter up semesete with Mr. Wylie 
with the hope of having the account reduced but have 
been unsuccessful as Mr. Wylie asserts that the 
accougt is not too large in view of the work performed. 


, I may inform you that the Engine and Dynamo 
were first installed in an inner room at the school 
in which there was no ventilation and it was found 
that the gas evaporated from it caused a great deal 
of annoyance and was sufficient to suffocate anyone 
going into the room. It was therefore necessary and 
very important that the Engine and Generator should 
be moved to an outer room where there was adequate 
ventilation. li. Wylie was the electrician employed 
by the Contractors and it was a most natural thing 
to employ him, as he was familiar with the situation. 
My arrangement with Mr. Wylie was thet he was to do 
the work on a cost plus 10% basis. 


I trust that the foregoing information will 
enable the Department to clear the matter up. I am

This was not bought at the 
time as it was thought that a refrigerator of 
suitable size could not be obtained.

Sir:- 


orm you that Inspector Murison recently 
visited the Duck Lake Indian Residential School, and reports that 
the drainage system is not satisfactory, and that the work that was 
done last Fall does not clear up the situation there, although we 
carried out the instructions furnished us by the Engineer of the 
Provincial Government here, 


The drain from the School to the septic tank is about 
1350 feet long. The first manhole is 325 feet from the building; 
the second one is 574 ft. from the first, and the third is 444 ft. 
from the second, this latter one being right at the septic tank. 
The general opinion of the Inspector and those at the school is 
that the pipes are not properly connected and cemented, and that 
a lot of the fluid escapes, causing clogging. I am told that the 
drop from the School to the septic tank is only 24 ft. over this 
1350 feet of piping, and if the pipes are not properly cemented 
the chances are that we will always have trouble. It is thought 
also that there are not sufficient manholes along the line to 
permit of cleaning the pipe out with rods. It is suggested that 
there should be a manhole every 100 ft. Your Engineer will be 
oe decide as to the number there should be in a drain of this 
length. 


I do not believe anything further can be done this year. 
I should not be surprised if it were found necessary to dig all the 
piping up and cement the connections, and perhaps deepen the drain 
at the far end. The contractors, Messrs. Smith Bros. & Wilson 
state that the work was properly done and there is no way of finding 
this out without digging out the whole line. However, nothing can 
be done during the present winter.

ar Mr. Scott:- 


‘ I am enclosing herewith a report on the 
warious schools in the Duck Lake Agenoy, which were inspected 
by Mrs Murison. You will notice that he speaks well of Mr. 
Goodman, the teacher of the North Day School on James Smith's 
Reserye, and the good work that is being done by Mrs. Goodman 
the @ield Matron. The residence of the teacher at this point 
re es exterior painting. It would take very little money 

a. this work, and if it were available in the Spring I 
possibly we could have the work done by Indians. The 
Tequest of the Field Matron to have a pasture for her ponies 
and the cow is one that I think we should grant. It would 
cost about $50.00 to have a suitable pasture provided, and if 
funds are available for this purpose I will have the matter 
attended to first thing in the Spring. 


The attendance at the South Day School does 
not seem to be all that it should. Out of an enrollment of 
28 there were 16 present. I am not very much impressed with 
the practise of supplying children with second hand clothing; 
they never look well and a boy of fourteen going around with 
an adult's coat on, and girls wearing discarded dresses of all 
colours and styles does not give a very good impression to a 
person visiting the school. 


The John Smith's Day School seems to be 
doing satisfactory work, although the attendance does not 
seem to be as good as it might be. I am not taking any notice 
of the difficulty they are having with the hot air furnace, 
It seems to me that the Agent or the teacher could look after 
this.

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¢ With regard to the Inspector's remarks dealing 
with the sewage disposal system at the St. Michael's Boarding 
School, I have your authority to have this s¥stem thoroughly 
overhauled in the Spring, and this will be done as soon as the 
weather permits. The necessity for outbuildings at this school 
is pointed out. An item of $5200.00 has been placed in the 
Estimates to provide a cow barn and root house, but I doubt very 
much whether this will be sufficient to supply a henhouse ,piggery 
and killing house. The necessity for these buildings was not 
brought to my attention at the time the Estimates were being 
prepared. We may, however, save some of the $5200.00 and apply 
it on these extra buildings which are apparently necessary. 
You will note that the Principal has 105 head of cattle. Surely 
we are not going to be expected to put up a barn to accommodate 
this number. At our largest schools we provide for about thirty 
head of live stock. We must have an understanding regarding this 
pefore any expense is incurred. They should have shelters for 
the young stock and we should only provide for the milking cows. 
I think you will agree with me in this. 


The school is suffering considerably through lack 
of vegetables this year. You will note in the report that the 
crop was an entire failure and that it has been necessary to 
bring in potatoes. All our reserves in the northern part of the 
province, including the northern part of Alberta, suffered 
severely from the August frost. 


On the whole the reports on the Duck Lake Agency 
and Sehools appear to be very satisfactory, and if we get through 
the present winter with our stock I feel that there will be a 
substantial increase in the cattle and also in farming operations 
next year.

I examined the sewage disposal plant and the outbuildings. 
I also went through the school building and noted conditions. 
I did not examine the children in the class room. 

The Principal, who is the Kev. Father Delmas, 
was absent but was expected back by Christmas. His place 
has been taken during his absence by the Rev. Father 
Chevallier. There are 140 pupils on the roll, 76 boys and 
64 girls. The health of the children was particularly good 
at the time of my visit. 1 was present at the evening meal 
and noted that an abundance of wholesome food was provided. 
This includes all the milk the children care to have. ‘there 
were 20 cows being milked at the time of my visit which 
provides sufficient milk and butter for their requirements. 
SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

It is unnecessary for me to describe the 
main building; it is quite new and in excellent condition. 
Yhe Principal, however, complains that the windows fit badly 
and the North and sast rooms are hard to keep warm on this 
account. He complains particularly of the difficulty in 
heating the sewing room. I have already reported to you 
verbally regarding the condition of the septic tank and you 
have brought this matter to the attention of the Department. 

The out-buildings, with the exception of the 
horse stable, are very old and inconvenient. An up-to-date 
cow barn, root house, hen house, piggery and killing house 
is required. They have very poor accommodation for 
butchering animals, in fact they have none. They were killing 
hogs on the day of my visit, a cold day; the hogs were 
killed outside and taken into the blacksmith shop to be 


scalded and dressed and I could see the necessity for a

proper building to do this work in. The 014 laundry 
building is being used temporarily as a Farmer's residence. 
This building is very old and the arrangement can only 

be considered as a temporary one. 

There is a good farm in operation at this 
school. They have 700 acres of land in the immediate 
vicinity of the school and 400 acres of hay land a few 
miles away. They threshed in 1926, 3500 bushels of wheat 
from 210 acres, 3400 bushels of oats from 70 acres and 
800 bushels of barley from 20 acres. The yield off their 
wheat crop was affected by the frost; a year ago they had 
over 7,000 bushels. Their live stock comprises 105 cattle, 
26 horses and 41 hogs. They have a large garden at the 
school but this year they have no vegetables as their 
garden stuff was destroyed by frost in August. Their 
potato supply is being shipped in from outside points. 

The foregoing report is respectfully 
submitted.

Re Duck Lake School. 


In answer to your letter of July 8th., we beg to 
state that our letter of Sept. llth, 1925 covered most of 
the ground on this matter. 


As far as the laying of the pipes is concerned 
this was done by the same man who laid the swwers at Lebret 
Punnichy, Cardston, and a good many of the sewers in Regina 
and was laid under the constant supervision of Mr. Taillon 
the inspector who established all the levels. 


With reference to leaky joints, we do not think 
it usual to expect tile drains to be laid subject to 
temperature changes, and with cement joints and still expect 
them to be absolutely water tight under pressure. In any 
case this sewer was subjected to approximately 60 lbs. 
water pressure by the school representative, Mr. Poiret, 
at the time he was attempting to clear the line, and he 
could very well have started some of the joints at that 
time. 


We are of the opinion that this 1370 feet of 
sewer will always be troublesome at the grade it had to be 
laid. The plans are somewhat misleading to the ordinary man 
as the fall appears to be good byt the plans are drawn to 
vertical scale of 4 ft. to the inch so that the actual grade 
is one tenth of the grade on the drawings and actual 
conditions were that even less grade could be got phan 
that shown on the plan. All this was pointed out to the 
Inspector and he placed the levels and lived on the job 
all the time. 


This installation is not and never will be 
entirely satisfactoyr under its present conditions. It 
requires a@ lot of water and constant supervision but we do 
not consider any responsibility rests on us on this account. 


As stated above the system was laid under 
Mr. Taillon's supervision and to his instruction. He 
accepted the system after seeing every foot of pipe laid 
am we must repudiate any responsibility for the present 
conditions.

With reference to your letter of the 24th. 
ultimo Noe 109-1-5 regarding the sewage disposal system 
at the Duck Lake Indian Residential School, I have taken 
the matter up with Messrs. Smith Bros. and Wilson, of Regina, 
and they take no responsibility whatever in connection with 
the condition of the system. I am enclosing copy of a 
letter from this firm, from which you will note that the 
installation is not and never will be satisfactory under 
present conditions, and that it requires a lot of water and 
constant supervision. They point out that the system was 
installed under the supervision of the Department's 
Inspector, Mr. Taillon, who established all the levels and 
accepted the installation after seeing all the pipes laid. 
I am not sure that 60 lbs. of pressure was ever used on 
these pipes; I have never heard that it was. I quite agree 
with Messrs. Smith Bros. and Wilson when they say that this 
1370 feet of sewer will always be troublesome at the grade 
it had to be laid. I believe there is only a fall of 
2 feet to the entire length of 1570 feet. 


I would recommend that the work as suggested 
in the penultimate paragraph of my letter of June 9th. be 
carried out by the Department at the earliest possible date, 
so that we will be sure to have it completed before there 
is any possibility of frost. The figure which I have had 
quoted for the work is $1600.00.

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This is a large school, with 150 boys and 
girls in attendance. ‘The class room work is carried on 
in four class rooms. Mrs B. Seissons is in charge of 
the older boys, and I consider him a splendid teacher. 

He holds a Second Interim Saskatchewan Certificate. 
Fis manner is good and he certainly has the class room 
well under control. 

The other thre6é class rooms are taught by 
Sr. St. Melaine, Sr. St. Boniface and Sr. St. Ulric. I 
must say the children all read well, as though they 
understood, and in the other subjects examined, they 
answered quite freely. Their books were all well kept 
and the work neatly done. The pupils were neatly dressed, 
clean, and apparently healthy. The class reoms were spotlesg 
well lighted and well aired. 

The sewing room was in charge of another 
Sister and the work exhibited is certainly a credit to 
the school. I have seen no better work in any school 
inspected. 

The laundry was not in operation, but 
everything was in splendid order. 

The kitchen department, as usual, wes busy, 
but everything was in such splendid order that one could 
hardly credit that the work required to feed 175 people 
was being carried on. 

The building, as the Department knows, is 
new so I need not discuss it further than to say it is 
the finest building of its kind I have seen. As far as 


being clean, it was practically spotless, and every room 


s6éen showed thet care and labour is not spared.

The school, I understand, is built fireproof. 
Just before I visited it, a shipment of fire 6xtinguishers 
had arrived which the Rev. Father will have placed at 
various points within the building. ‘The fire 6scapes are 
w6ll built and in gcod condition, as is the hese, which is 
practically new. ‘The only weak point, as considered by 
the Rev. Father, and I believe he is right, is the pressure 
tank. This tank will only hold between 700 and 800 gals., 
which, in the case of a big fire, would certainly not be 
sufficient. The Rev. Father Suggested that a tower tank 
6rected outside so that the barns ana other outbuildings 
might also be protected. ‘he Supply of water appears 
Plentiful, so that it is simply a matter of Storage from 
which it can best be obtained when needed. 

There are two large barns, one for cattle 
and one for horses. The one is new, while the other, 
although older, is in Splendid repair. It is, however, 
badly in need of paint. A new building was erected this 
year, part to be used as a Slaughter house and part as 
an ice house. ‘The Rev. Father was allowed $900.00, ana 
I consider the Department has certainly received value. 
The building ic well built, with a well 6quipped slaughter 
house and, adjoining it, an ice house. ‘his building, 
which is under one roof, is not painted and shoula receive 
paint this coming year. There is also a well built pig 
pen and chicken house, both of which are painted. The 
Same remark applies to the outbuildings as I made in 
regards to the school. They are the best I have inspected. 
The other Outbuildings are old ana of little use. The ola 
laundry is used as a residence for the Farming Instructor, 
but certainly is not Satisfactory. A residence is badly 
needed. Two other 014 houses aré nearby, which are used 


to accommodate 
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a Ba 
ST. MICHABL'S INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL (Gont'da.) 
to accommodate Indian parents who visit the school. The 
mechanic is a married man and resides in Duck Lake. 
Rev. Father Delmas considers this man shonld be within eall 
at any time and desires a residence for him. 

The Rev. Father complained about the lack 
of a storehouse for vegetables. It is useless to grow 
lerge quantities and have no Place in which to keep them, 
and yet I think we must admit that they are essential 
and some suitable place should be provided. 

A large herd of cattle is kept, from which 


milk and meat are provided for the school.

With reference to the Inspector's remarks 
egarding the baking of bread by Mrs. Bird, teacher at the North 
y School, James Smith's Reserve, it seems to me this is rather 
eavy work for her in addition to teaching school. The proper 
thing would be to supply them with biscuits, and if you will 
| authorize this I will see that it is carried out. With regard 
to the interior decorations that will be needed at this point, 
I may say we have placed an amount of $75.00 in the Estimates 


' for general repairs at this school. 


At the South Day School on James Smith's 

| peneuve I note that the teacher, Mrs. Burbridge, prepares 4 midday 
meal for the children and that she also bakes bread. This work 
is too heavy and I would recommend that they be supplied with 
biscuits at this point also. The Inspector points out that 

| the children eat in the classroom at this school, as no other 

| place is provided. I may say that a note of this was made in 

the Estimates but no amount was fixed; it was left for the 
Department to insert the amount which they considered would

However, I have written a separate letter to 
the Department asking, if the funds are available, that we be 
lallowed to go ahead with this work now. 


The Moose Woods Day School is a simple 
nstitution and we are not getting very far with our school 
ork here. The children would be much better in a Boarding 

school. I have asked for a new heater for the classroom and 
also une for the teacher's residence. 


St. Michael's Indian Residential School is one 
that the Inspector speaks very highly of. I question whether 
the Department will be inclined to put up an outside tank for 
fire protection only at this institution. The tank an the 
school, with the additional fire protection appliances might 
meet all the requirements. However, this is a matter for the 
Department to debide. The matter of painting the old 
outbuildings at this school should receive consideration. 
Nothing was placed in the Estimates to cover this work, but 
if it is not too late I think it might be well to insert an 
item of $1200.00 for this purpose. 


With reference to the Inspector's remarks 
regarding residences for the Farming Instructor and the 
Mechanic, amounts have been placed in the istimates to 
provide for these buildings, as well as an amount to provide 
for a storehouse. 


The report on the whole would lead one to 
believe that the Duck Lake School is in splendid shape and 
well managed.

The sections would bound to ve diatorted 
with all that pounding and a torch would uot be any good if the tank was to 


be used acaine 
Tne governor of the Penitentiary wants the tank out of 


the way and does not know how to get it away, so he thought that if he offered 
it to some other department, they would move it for him. We should think that 
the beet way to get it down would be to pull it over onto a large pile of 
straw, or something like thet & then start to take it apart. Anyway, it is 
a job for a bridge gang. It was erected by the Chicagé Bridge Co, and in the 
@ourse of its erection, six men were very severely hurt.

With reference to your telegrams of the 
instants, and my replies of the 6th. and 10th. 
I beg to say that I am now in a position to 
give you all the information you wished to have regarding the 
taking down and removing of the water tank from the Prince 
Albert penitentiary and erecting same at Duck Lake. 


The first offer I received was from the 
Dominion Bridge Company, Winnipeg, who gave a price of 
approximately %3600.00, plus freight. The next was from 
Priel Bros., of Saskatoon, General Contractors, who quoted 
a definite price of %3700.00, plus freight. I had this tank 
examined by a practical man who is in the employ of Messrs. 
Smith Bros. & Wilson of this City, and who is looking after 
the erection of the new Court House in Prince Albert and I 
am submitting herewith his report, together with a rough 
sketch of the tank. 


I am also in receipt of a report from 
Nr. Murison, in which he states that he made an examination 
of the tower in company with a practical constructional steel 
man who was sent up from Saskatoon by lr. Priel. HNowever, he 
merely gives a description of the tank and states that it is 
in good condition.

Father Guy in a previous letter to Father Delmas had written 
to him that your Department was to give him $5000 dollars for the 
buildings of two residences,one for his enginer and the other for 
his farmer,and $900 dollars for implements shed. 


Father Delmas asks you as a favor: 

amount I.- To be notified by yourself of 
the voted for his school.2.- For what purpose the mony has been 
voted, what amount for the coflebruction of his building: and what 
amount for the reparations. 

3.-The authorization to himself or the 

Agent whenever it is possible, to control and super-intend the 
construction of thesebuildings and reparations,in o@der to make it 
impossible :for Regina to cut down the estimated voted by the De- 
partment or to change the purpose for which these estimate@ had 
been voted. This power thus conferred either on the Agent or the 
Principal would made possible the employment of local labor men 
and the mony spent in the localities in which the constructions 
or reparations are made. 

If his demand is granted,Father Delmas 
would like to be notified as soon as possible,so that the works 
might be done immediately after the seeding,as it is the proper 
time to get workingmen at low wages, where-as later injuly ,august 
and september the wages are higher owing to the great demand from 
the farmers paying big wages. 

I heartily recommend to your favor these wishes of father Delmas 
who is doing such a splendid work for the honor of the Department 
and the benefit of the Indians.

I have the honour to submit the following 
report on the schools of the Duck Lake Agency which were 
visited between February 19th and March 16th, during 
which time I inspected the Agency. 

ST. MICHABL'S INDLAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL. 

I inspected thie school on February 19th, 
and found everything in ite ueual good condition and 
spotlessly clean. 

fhe school work is carried on in four 
classrooms, and I believe progress is being made. The 
children were not afraid to speak out and appare nt ly 
understood their work. The books were all well kept and 
their work neatly set down. he pupils were neatly 
dressed and clean. ‘The classrooms were well aired and 
all the rooms presented a cheerful appearance. 

The sewing room is large and well lighted. 
It is well equipped with tables, sewing machines and 
cupboards for the storing of new garments and material. 
The work in this department is almost beyond critician, 
and the girls certainly receive a splendid training which 
should be of great service to them. 

The laundry is well equipped with a power 
washer, a@rier and roller for pressing or ironing clothes. 
The work in this department is heavy, but with such 
splendid equipment neither the Sisters in charge or the 


girle appear to find the work hard.

The kitchen is well equipped, and I found 
it very clean and tidy. The work in this Department was 
carried on without any fuss or excitement and one could 
hardly credit that meals were being provided for 160 to 
176 people. 

The dormitories were well aired and the 
beds neatly made and covered with white spreads. 

The building is well equipped with fire 
extinguishers which are placed in convenient places. The 
water pressure is low and on the top floor the pressure is 
practically nil. There is only one tank in the school, the 
capacity of which is about 600 gals. of water. This is 
certainly not a large supply in case of fire. The approach 
to the fire escapes is through windows from each flat. The 
windows are the ordinary windows with outside sash which aré 
hooked on. This is & very awkward arrangement. The se 
windows should be made in one sash and put on hinges 80 
that they could be opened as & door. The exit windows 
are above the radiators, which have recently been changed, 
go that now they are even with the window sills, ana if the 
window sash were placed on hinges, the exit to the fire 
escape would be greatly improved. The cost for this 
change would not be great. The day I inspected the 
school the children were just recovering from the Flu, 
ana as the weather was extremely cold, no fire drill was 
carried out. 

The barns were all tidy, and well cleaned. 
20 head of milk cows were stabled, and of thie number 
about 10 were fresh, 80 that the school had abundance 
of milk.

The new machine shed was filled to capacity, 
ana the two new houses built for the Parmer and lfe chanic 
presented a good appearance and, I understand, are quite 
comfortable. 

The school, as a whole, showed that the 
Principal, the Rev. Father Delmas, had the situation wel 
in hand, and undoubtedly the children are receiving the

I beg to enclose herewith Inspector 
n's report on the St. Michael's Indian 
Residential School and on the Day Schools on the 
John Smith's and James Smith's Reserves, as well 
as the school at Moose Woods, all under the jurisdiction 
of the Indian Agent at Duck Lake. 


The report on the St. Michael's School 
shows that everything in connection with the work is 
very satisfactory. There is one matter, however, that 
I might draw to the attention of the Department and that 
is the Inspector's remarks regarding fire protection. 
Do the Departnent think we have adequate protection so 
far as water is concerned? I think that the window 
sashes opposite the fire escapes should be altered, and 
I am giving the Principal instructions to do this. I 
also think he should have a small step ladder, to be 
placed under the window when the alarm rings, as it 
seems to be quite a climb over the radiator to the 
window for small children. 


With reference to the repairs to the 
fences at the John Smith's Day School, I might say 
an item of $50.00 was placed in the Hetimates for this.

AN SCHOOL AT DUCK LAKE. 


_ Ss Set SS ee 


There are about 150 pupils resident in the school, both 
boys and girls and 20 of a staff, making a total of 170. 


In the basement there are 2 pressure tanks, one for soft 
water from the roof and one for the well water. Hach tank is 
about 4 feet in diemeter and 14 feet long giving an approximate 
capacity of 1,00@ gallons for each tank or say 700 gallons of 
water. Light and power are generated in the institution by a 
15 horse power gasoline engine which charges batteries. There 
is one, 5 horse power motor operating the washing machine in 
the laundry and one, quarter horse power motor operating the 
soft water pump. 


Soft water is collected in a concrete tank immediately 
behind the building, the tank being about 20 feet in diameter 
and 9 feet deep. There are two wells, one of which is connected 
up to the main building and the other supplies two houses and 
the two barns. 


The well first referred to is about 100 feet deep and has 
an 8" casings The pump is operated by a two horse power motor, 
the pump house being connected up by overhead wires to the power 
plant in the main building. There is also in this pumphouse 4 
six horse power gasoline engine which is not used at the present 
time but can be connected with the pump should the power break 
downe 


The pump is made by Goulds Manufacturing Company anda on & 
test made on April 22nd 1929 it was found that water was being 
pumped at the rate of & gallons per minute. 


The cost of operating the power plant is represented by the 
consumption of about four barrels of gas per month. Gas costs 
the institution 27 cents per gallon and at 45 gallons to the 
barrel, this would mean a monthly maintenance cost of about $48, 
one quarter of which it is estimated is chargeable to pumping. 


The water is pumped to the institution through a 2” pipe for 
a distance of 955 feet as shown on the plan. The other well has 
also a depth of 100 feet with a 6" casing. It is fitted with a 
pump operated by a 14 horse power engine, the capacity of the 
pump is stated to be 3 gallons per minute. Pipe lines supply two 
houses and the two barns as shown on the plan. the number of 
stock watered at the barns is about 40 in winter and 20 in summer. 


There is in addition one six horse power gasoline engine 
which is at the present used for sawing wood. 


The proposal is to provide an elevated tank of say 25,000 
gallons capacity and connect up both wells to this tank in order 
to provide suitable pressure and storage for fire fighting purposey 
both at the main building and at the two barns. The school is 
equipped with hose pipes on each floor but in the event of fire 
there is only a matter of 700 gallons of water available at the 
present time. 
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i With an elevated tank to provide storage and fire pressure 
for the building, it is necessary that better pumping equipment 
be provided so that in the event of the tank being emptied for 
fire or other purposes it may be filled again within a reasonable 
period and also may be kept filled in the event of fire. It is 
therefore suggested that two new pumps be provided as followst- 


At well No. 1 a pump with necessary piping, fittings and 
valves having a capacity of 1200 to 1500 gallons per hour and 
operated by a ten horse power gas engine; cost $1,265. 


At well No. 2, 16 foot windemill with 40 feet tower, 
pump with necessary piping, fittings and valves having @ 
capacity of 650 gallons per hour; cost $ 895. 


One, 25,000 gallon wood storage tank on 60 foot steel 
tower with equipment for preventing water from freezing; 
cost 
erected $5,935. 
Seven hundred feet of supply and connecting 


pipe including labor; cost p1,055. 
» 3150. 


With the equipment above suggested the wind-mill 
would probably keep the building supplied with water at no 
maintenance cost. The pump at well No. 1 with the ten 
horse power motor would be required for filling the tank 
and maintaining the water level in the event of fire anda 
could be regarded as emergency equipment. 


The water in well No. 2 is of practically the same 
quality as in well No. 1 and the use of a wind-mill to operate 
the pump at this well is considered more economical. This 
well would also be connected up with the overhead tank, and 
pipe lines would be taken to the two barns and if necessary the 
two residences adjoining, which would permit of all buildings 
having the required pressure at all times. 


The wooden storage tank is suggested in preference to a 
steel tank inasmuch as the former can be obtainec for about 
$2,000 less. 


Regarding the additional maintenance cost of operating the 
new equipment, the consumption of gasoline 
for the proposed engine at well Wo. 1 would be about one gallon 
per horse power per day of 24 hours, so that if the engine were 
running six hours, two and one-half gallons would be consumede 
Normally, however, the wind-mill will keep the elevated tank 
filled and well Nose 1 will not be in use, which will result in @ 
saving of about $12.00 per month instead of an additional mainten- 
ance cost. 


The protection against fire at the Indian School at Duck Lake 
is at the present time nil, and it ig most desirable that the lives 
of the pupils and the property of the Department be protected by 
some scheme similar to that above proposed.

i The question of supplying an elevated 
tank at the Duck Lake Indian Residential School for the 
storing of water for use in connection with fire 
protection, laundry work and general consumption, is one 
that has been brought to the attention of the Department 
before, and at one time it was thought we might be able 
to move to the school site a water tank that belonged to 
the Penitentiary at Prince Albert. I sent an Inspector 
up there to look at this tank but it was found that to 
,remove it to the school would be impracticable. I have 
had a competent man go over the situation at the school 
and I am enclosing herewith his report, which contains 
an estimate of the cost of a proposed system. The 
Department might consider putting in a wooden tank 
instead of a galvanized iron tank. I should be glad 
to see this work undertaken, as I think it is absolutely 
neosssary; we should have an adequate water supply at 


this institution.

I am sending you today two containers in order that 
you may obtain samples of water from your two welle when I shall 
be glad to furnish you with an @pinion as to their comparative 
suitability for use. 

You will find inside the containers a yellow form which 
you might fill out for each well so far as your information goes, 
You might designate the welle:nimber 1 and number 2, nugber 1 
being the well whioh ie at present connected up with the sehool 
and number 2 the well which supplies the house and the two barns. 


I have been discussing the question of pumps and wind 
mille with the makerts representatives in Regina and t e, have 
confirmed the opinion that I expressed, that it should be unwise 
to recommend any larzer size of pump until the twe welleshad been 
tested out. Would you thereftre arrange for the following test to 
be made on each well: 


(1) The distance from tie gvvund surface to tiie water level in 
the well to be noted, 

(2) The pump to be started up and kept operating continuously 
for a period of say four hours. 

(3) At the end ef this period the distance from the ground 
surf ce to the water level in the well to be again measured, 


By making the above observations it will be possible to 
estimate what size of a pump can safely be installed without 
danger of closing up the well by admitting too much sand. 

(4) The capacity of each of the twe pumps is also requiged . 

This may be arrived at by disconnecting the pipe line and pumping 
direct into some large vessel and recording the numbe~ of seconds 
or minutes required te fill a ‘tank of known capacity 


If you will be good enough te arrange for this information 
to be forwarded to me in the teurse of a few days it will be of 
considerable assigtince in enabling me to give you reliable 
idvice,

I received your letter ef the 27th, and was gaiad to 
know that the repott which I sent you seemed to be what you wanted 


Regarding the best location for the proposed water tower, 
I would recomnend the lecation which we discussed on the ground, 
namely just south of the two houses used by the Indians and south 
of the existing two inch water line from number one well to the 
building. 


I think you will see the spot marked in pemcil on the 
dlue print. 


With reference to the guarantee that the water will 
not freeze, the firm who supply the water tower will provide 
for this. There is special heating apparatus arranged for under 
the water tower at a cost of about $300.00 which is included in 
the price which I gave you and tie firm who install the tower 
should be asked to give a guarante= en this matter. 


I am quite satisfied that the water from number two 
well can be made perfectly safe for drinking purposes. It is 
true that the examination showed the presence of B, Coli, but 
this is simply due to some sirfsce contamination entering at 
the top of the well and tiis can easily be prevented in making 
all connections perfectly watertight when the wind-m‘1l1 is 
erected,

REPORT ON WATHR SUPPLY AT INDIAN SCHOOL AT DUCK LAKE. 


There are about 150 pupils resident in tie school, both boys 
and girls and 20 ef a Staff, making a total of 170. 


In the basement there are two pressure tanks, one for soft 
water from the roof and one for tie well water, Bach tank is 
abo t 4 feet in diameter and 14 feet long giving an approximate 
capacity ef 1090 llons for each tink er say 799 gallong of 
water, Light and power are gene ated in tie institution by a 
15 horse nower gas@line engine which charges bat'eries. There 
is one, 5 horse vower motor eperating the washing machines in 
the laundry and one, quarter horse power motor oper ting the 
soft water pump. 


Seft wate~ is collected,in a concrete tank immediately 
hehind the building, the tank being about 20 feet in diameter 
and 9 feet deep. There are two wells, one of which is connected 

to the main building and tie ether supplies two houses and

I found these children all well along 
in their grades, and they were not timid and 
backward in answering questions. They were all neatly 
dressed and were clean in person. 

The classrooms were all clean and 
properly ventilated. The registers were neatly marked 
and timetables were made out for each room. 

The teachers appear to be getting good 
results,and the discipline is excellent. 

The work in the sewing room, laundry, 
and kitchen was all in progress during my visit, and 
all departments were under excellent supervision, and 
splendid work is being done. 

The dormitories were clean. All beds 
were neatly made, and the rooms were well aired. 

The school is provided with fire 
extinguishers and the necessary equipment. A water 
tower was estimated for this year, and, if granted, 
will provide splendid protection against fire. At 
present the supply tanks are too small. Fire drill is 
observed, but on account of the rain and mud, it was 
not carried out during my inspection. 

The barns and outbuildings I found in 
g00d repair. 

4A large herd of cattle is kept, and 


sufficient milk is always available for the children. 


The work on the land was well along, and

The Assistant Principal was in charge as 
the Rev. Father Delmas was away in the East. I was

With reference to the matter of a water 
supply at the Duck Lake Indian Residential School, I beg 
to say that after going into the question further I have 
decided to recommend that the Department abandon the idea 
of having an elevated tank outside. 


I have discussed the matter with several 
people who depend upon water other than from a city supply 
and the majority are in favour of the pressure tank system 
in @ country like this where there is so much frost, and 
the expense of keeping a tank warm is great. The fact that 
these tanks are being abandoned at certain places should be 
sufficient reason for the Department not to go on with the 
installation of one at Duck Lake, I admit that this was 
at firet recommended by me after having had the advice of 
pe nn people, but I am satisfied now that it would be a 
mistake, 


I would ask for your authority to put ina 
pressure tank system, and I might say that I had Mr. Millar 
of the Fairbanks—Morse Company go up to Duck Lake, and he 
recommends that a hole be dug in the ground close to the 
boiler room, covered with conorete, to receive two tanks 
48" in diam, by 24 rt, long, with approximate capacity 
each of 2260 gals. He also recommends that on Well No. 1 
& deep well turbine pump be placed with an approximate 
capacity of 170 gals. per minute, directly connected to 

-vertical-

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vertical motor and automatically controlled by pressure 
in tanks, and a 3" pipe line from same well to main 
building and connected to tanks. On Well Wo. 2, a 

16 ft. windmill on 50 ft. tower connected to deep well 
pump, connecteé to main 3" line pipe. 


This matter was discussed with Father 
Delmas, and he is quite satisfied to have this change 
praed as he claims he knows nothing about the elevated 
tanks. 


The cost of installing this system will 
be considerably less than for the system first proposed, 
and more satisfactory.

in charge of the Laundry Department drew my attention to the 
fact that they have no means for boiling certain linens which 
should be boiled or for heating the sad irons, except on the 
Kitchen Range,and this is not satisfactory as it interferes 
more or less with the preparing of meals, A Small Electric 
Washing “achine (Family size) should also be provided for 
special linens or clothes which it does not do to wash in the 
big washer used for heavy or coarser clotha&mg. 

Two small four wheel trucks should also be pro= 
vided for moving the wet clothes from the big washer to the 
wringer (extractor) and from there to the drying lines some 
of which are in the girls waeh room which is quite a distance 
from the Laundry. suitable bexes could be made by the school 
mechanic to be placed on these trucks,this would do away with 
a good deal of heavy Lifting or sliding of tubs on the floors 
by the older girle who do this work, 

The Laundry is not equipped with a dryer which 
ie much needed as the drying of clothes on lines inside the 
building in winter is cumbersome, slow and not practical.

Vhe matter of the washing machine was 
mentioned in Inspector Hamilton's report, and I 
touched upon it in my covering letter. I think 
a machine of this kind could very well be provided 
by the school, 


With regard to the four-wheel trucks 
for moving the wet clothes, I do not think this 
equipment is necessary. At the Qu'Appelle School 
where they have twice the number of pupils they have 
at Duck Lake they do not use trucks, in fact I do not 
know of any school where they have them. 


I suppose when the Department built this 
school they decided not to install a dryer, and I do 
not know that they have changed their minds, 


I do think they might be supplied with

The senior girls are in charge of Sister St. Melanie. 


The grades are arranged from 3 to 5 with 36 pupils 


enrolled,

enrolled. This Sister does excellent work, and the 
children are well along in their grades. The junior 
teacher for the girls is Sister St. Ulric. There are 28 
children in grade 1,and 11 in grade 2. The children were 
bright, and I believe are making fair progress. I 
understand this Sister only took over the work about a 
year ago, and I have no doubt experience will increase 
confidence in herself. Il understand this Sister does not 
hold a Saskatchewan certificate, but has a two year Quebec 
training. The boys' junior teacher is Sister Therese 

of St. Joseph, and there are 33 pupils on the roll, 24 in 
Grade 1, and 9 in Grade 2. These children are very 
alert, and I would judge good progress is made. The 
senior boys have Mr. Burzic, who, I understand, holds his 
Second Interim Certificate for Saskatchewan, and is doing 
excellent work. ‘There are 32 enrolled, and the grades 
range from 3 to 6. The children were all well dressed, 
neat in appearance, and clean. The tooms were well aired, 
and are bright and cheerful. I found the registers 
neatly kept, and the attendance is excellent. 

The laundry, kitchen, and sewing room are 
in charge of the Sisters, and excellent work is carried 
on. There is no confusion in any department, and the wo rk 
does not appear difficult or hard. The laundry is well 
equipped, except for a small stove, whieh is needed in 
order that the clothes may be boiled. At present the 
irons are heated on the kitchen range, which is 
inconvenient, especially when a meal is being prepared. 
The kitchen is down the main hall from the laundry, and 
children are often passing back and forth and might easily 


be burned when carrying the irons, as the hall is not well 


lighted,

white clothes in good condition unless they are. The 
Sisters made the request fora family size electric 
washer, which could be used for the staff washing, and 
would often save, especially in holiday season, the 
operating of the large power washer, and it would also 
be a saving on water and soap. 

The girls do all plain sewing, which 
includes the making of their own dresses, nightgowns, and 
overalls and shirts for the boys. In addition, they do the 
mending and darning, #11 of which is well done, and the 
training will be of great benefit in later life. 

The dormitories are large, well aired, bright, 
and spotlessly clean. The beds were neatly made, and the 
bedding was clean. 

The new pressure tanks are now in use, and 
good pressure is obtained throughout the building. The new 
pump apparently is giving good service, and the Rev. Pather 
Delmas assured me he was well satisfied with the system. 

The fire hose are in good repair, and 
extinguishers are placed in prominent places throughout 
the building. The Reverend Principal assured me that fire 
arill is observed regularly, and the children are familiar 
with what is expected of them. 

The milk cows were in good condition, and are 
well gared for. The milk cows number about 26 head, and 


several have 
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several have already freshened, so that the school is 
receiving a fair supply of milk. In addition to the milk 
cows, a herd of about 70 head is fed outside. This herd 
supplies the beef, and includes many young heifers which 
later will form part of the milking herd. 

A number of brood sows are kept, and I under- 
stand that all pork needed for the institution is produced 
there. 

I found the horses in excellent condition, 
and the stables were clean and in good repair. 

The chiléren were well, except for two or 
three with bad colds, and these were in bed receiving care 
and attention from the nursing Sister. 

The meals consist of wheat porridge, milk, 
bread, grease, and tea for breakfast; for dinner and 
supper - meat, vegetables, bread, butter or lard, syrup or 
dried fruit, and tea with sugar is provided. Fish is often 
substituted for meat. Milk often replaces tea. The 
children apparently receive plenty, and the food is well 
prepared and wholesome. 

The school, throughout, is well managed, and 
the staff members appear capable for the duties assigned to 
them.

I would 
point out that $250.00 was placed in the Estimates for 
painting, and $85,00 for a fence. I should be glad to 
Lsee these items approved.

There is one matter which I think should be drawn 
to the attention of the Department, and that is that the 
Sister in charge of the Junior grades does not hold a 
Saskatchewan Certificate. 


The children receive a splendid training in 
811 branches of domestic work, but the Inspector does not 
state whether the girls are being taught to milk cows or 
not. I am rather inclined to think they are, notwithstanding 
the fact that there is no mention of it in the report, 


You will note a request is made for a 
| family size electric washer, so that the staff washing can 
be done separately. I do not know that the Department 
Should be called upon to supply this. 


I would particularly draw your 
attention to the wholesome meals that the children at this 
school receive, I know they get all the vegetables that 
are good for them, as well as a good quantity of fresh 
milk.

you of the diamantling of the engine and motors at 
the Duck Lake Indian Residential school and that I 
proposed to have shipped and stored at Regina the 
batteries in use with the 15 H.P. engine. I wrote 
the Principal, asking him to have them earefully 
packed, but reoeived a letter from him which indicates 
that the proposed method 6f shipment could not be 
oarried out. I therefore asked the Manager of the 
Deloo-Light-Frigidaire Company here to advise me what 
would be the best arrangement to adopt in having these 
patteries taken care of and wiser to Regina for 
storage. His report in reply in ioates that great 
eare must be taken and that, unless certain shipping 
instructions are followed out, the railway company 
will not accept them for transportation. ‘The expendi- 
ture involved, including the time and expense of an 
expert who will have to proceed to Dusk Lake to super~- 
intend the packing, will cost $339.60, according to 
the estimate furnished me by Mre J+ Me Sharpe, the 
Manager of the Company referred to. 


I do not feel justified in inourring 
this expenditure without submitting the matter for 
the consideration of the Department. I should like 
to be advised what action the Department desires to 
be taken to properly take care of these valuable 
batteries, which Mr. Sharpe estimates are worth about 
$1,000.00.

His outfit at present is on the school grounds. Father Delmas, 
the Principal, asked him to hold it there until a decision was 
arrived at by our Department. However Mr. Creelman informed me 
that he had work to do in Sasketoon with the driller but would 
hola it for a limited time for us.

A telegram was received from the Director, 
dated April 26,1934, to the effect that the water supply 
at Duck Lake Indian School had failed and requested that 
an inspection be made immediately. 

{he writer proceeded to carry out these 
instructions, arriving at Duck Lake on May 2. The 
preliminary inspection was made in company with Mr.C.P. 
Schmidt, Indian Agent; Rev.Father Delmas, the Principal; 
and Mr.Forsythe, the School Engineer.

whe total staff and pupils amount to 180. The 
stock includes 100 head of cattle together with horses, 
sheep, pigs,etc., in proportion, necessitating an available 
supply of 7000 or 8000 gallons per day or more, at certain 
times such as winter, Washing, etce 
Available Supply. 

(a) Well #o.1 was drilled by the Government of the 


North West ferritories many years ago for the use of 


Indian Affairs. 
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travellers. It is situated 6" inside (or outside) the 
boundaries of the school lands, being about 300 feet south- 
west of the school building. It is probably about 100 
feet deep. It actually may or may not be considered as 
belonging to the school. An eight-foot windmill mounted 
on a thirty-foot tower, together with an auxiliary 5 hep. 
gasolene engine, supply the motive power. This well is 
at present producing all of the water used by the school. 
Consequently, if it should cease production for any 
reason, @.g., during the winter, the school would be 
entirely deprived of water. 

Incidentally, it will be noted that, up to 
the present, the Government has been subjected to no 
expense for wells at this School. 

(>) Well No.2 was drilled about 1910 by the Mission 
Authorities to a depth of 105 feet, near the site of the 
original school which afterwards burned down. This well 
is 900 feet west of the present school buildings, and is 
connected with the tanks at the new school by a 2" 
galvanized pipe, buried 9 feet below the surface and 900 
feet long. 

This well is situated im a pump house 18' 
square made of concrete walls 10" thick and ceiling 5" 
thick. In addition, a false sloping roof made of lumber 
and from 5' to 6" high has been superimposed on the old 
ceiling which itself is 10 feet high. The concrete portion 
of the ceiling has two heavy steel railway rails located 
about 6 feet apart and resting on the walls, for additional 


support. 
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This well is equipped with 8" casing, 3" 
pipe and a 5 hep. Wairbanks-Morse motor capable of 
pumping 1500 gallons per hour. ‘he motor is located 
in the bottom of a small pit 6' x 3' which has been 
excavated to a depth of 2' in the bottom of a larger 
pit 6‘ square and 12 feet deep. The normal distance 
from surface of ground to water surface is 28 feet. 

this is the well which has failed to produce 
water. An examination was made by the writer of its 
capacity. 

Present Condition of Well Mo.2. 

The pump was started and the casing was 
emptied to the bottom of the 45 feet of 3" pipe in 2¢ 
minutes. It then “sucked”. ‘The water resumes its original 
height (28" below surface of the ground) in about 5 
minutes. this means that the water is running into the 
casing at an impossibly slow rate. ‘his produces a 
serious situation which cannot remain for long without 
improvement. 

\ Originally the water lowered one foot when 
pumping continuously for 4 hours. At present the pump 
has been actuated for half a day with only a few gallons 
resulting. 

VWather Delmas thinks the casing has “burst". 
Mr.Creelman thinks that the screen was not placed originally 
below the casing. ‘The proper method is to drive the 


casing below its permanent position, insert the screen, 
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and then pull the casing upwards the length of the 
sereen, leaving the latter at the bottom of the hole. 
Again, the bottom of the casing may be plugged with 
sand or foreign matter. At any rate it is known 
that an old cylinder, a wrench and other foreign 
materials are now at the bottom of the hole, in the 
casing. 
Labour and Cost of Renovation of Well No.2. 

This method of improving the water supply 
was fully examined by the writer during his visit. 

Firstly, it would be necessary to breach 
the concrete walls and ceiling, also remove the lumber 
roof, of the pump-house to a width of at least 8’ in 
order to allow the drilling rig to be placed over the 
hole which is six feet inside the building. The steel 
rails which are embedded in the concrete ceiling would 
have to be cut. ‘hen the driller and helper would "fish" 
with tools for the old cylinder, screen, wrench,etc.,at 
the bottom, perhaps unsuccessfully. ‘The casing may be 
“frozen” and immovable without breaking, as the drilling 
rigs and 50 ton jacks are unbelievably powerful. The 
drillers might work 5 or 6 days at $20 per day and 
then not accomplish anything. 

In addition, the 900 feet of pipe, placed 

in 1924, will almost surely soon need replacement 
because of deterioration by the water. This latter 


point is of great importance and cannot be over-stressed. 
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Estimates of Kenovation of Well No.2.

Even with this expenditure it might be 
found that the casing or the whole well itself could not 
be restored because of the uncertainty of the cause of 
the trouble. ‘the 900! length of supply pipe is also 
permanently ldable to'injury and renewal. 

Recommended Procedure, a New Well No.3, 

The cost of renovation of Well No.2 was then 
compared with the cost of a new well, together with 
necessary housing. 

The most convenient and economical site for a 
new well was found to be near the present tank basement,as 
shown on the accompanying plan, 

this basement is 28 feet long and 14 feet 
wide jutting out from the boiler room. A small addition

5" square was also constructed at one side to provide 
ingress from the boiler room. ‘he basement is 7 feet 
deep and is constructed with reinforced concrete walls 
and an earthen floor, 

the proposal is to construct an additional 
basement 23' long by 6' wide as a side extension. ‘his 
extension will be constructed of reinforced concrete as 
to walls, ceiling and floor. As the small entrance from 
the boiler room igs barely 6' high and 4' Square, inside 
measurement, it is proposed to widen the extension to 
6‘ and place a step at the entrance to the extension. As 
the water will probably be about 28 to 30 feet below the 
surface of the ground it will probably be necessary to 
Place the motor in an extra pit 6' x 8' at the west end 
of the extension, Water should not be pumped more than 
15 or 16 feet. Consequently the pit will be about 5 or 
6 feet below the boiler room flood. 

the present south wall of the tank basement 
will require to be extended downwards to the depth of the 
pit. 

4n opening 18" Square, covered, will be left 
in the roof immediately aver the well to facilitate future 
cleaning. 

In addition it may be found necessary to 
install a water softener. Space will be available to the 
east of the pump pit. 


Subsequent Procedute. 


It was recommended that the construction of @ 


é 
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mew well be proceeded with immediately. Instructions 
being received by wire, R.E.Creelman of Saskatoon was 
engaged to drill the well. He stated that he needed 

120 feet of 8" casing, drive shoe, drive head and 

screen before beginning work. ‘his material was ordered 
with the exception of the screen which was delayed until 
the size of sand grains and depth of water-bearing sand 
stratum was known. 

The well at present writing (May 17) is down 
to 96 feet, and sufficient water is obtained at this 
depth. 

It is always impossible to know the depth to 
which a well should be drilled.

The old pumping plant from Well No.2 will 
be used. 

In the original telegraphed tentative 
estimate it was not known whether a sand screen would be 
needed. Consequently it was not included. 

Nearly all of the pipe fittings are avail- 
able from the old plant. However 160 feet of rubber 
covered wire, No.10, and 60 feet of 3/4" pipe for the 
electric power wires will also be needed. 

7 Labour Kequirements. 

The number of men required for this work 
will be as follows: 

One foreman who is also @ concrete man or a 
carpenter or both. (Father Delmas, Principal, 

has recommended Joe Perret of Duck Lake as 
fulfilling all of these conditions, He constructed 
the tank basement).

8. Conclusion 


The whole intended design, together with 
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details, was discudsed between the School Engineer 


and Mr.¥etterly, in order that the work might be 


proceeded with without the necessary presence of the 


latter at the school during inception of construction. 

The school engineer, Mr.¥orsythe, is a competent man to 

oversee the work under #ather Delmas and Mr.C.P.Schmidt, 

the indian Agent. 

the plan has been prepared but lacks one 
detail, vizi the depth of water surface below surface 
of ground. The depth of the pit depends on this distance 
as no attempt should be made to pump water with a shallow 
well pump more than 15 or 16 feet. 

Before Mr.Fetterly's departure from the 
school, one May 12, he requested Wather Delmas to send 
information to the Calgary office on four questions: 

1. Depth from ground surface to water surface in the 
well. 

2. Check depth of drilled hole by means of a coil of 
stove-pipe wire and send this to Calgary for measure- 
ment. 

Secure a sample of water after the well has been well 
bailed for possible chemical analysis as all water in 
this vicinity is said to be rather hard. A water 
softener may be needed at a later date to prevent 
possible damage to plumbing. 

A copy of a former analysis of water from 


Well No.l is enclosed. 


4. Aséertain capacity by causing the driller to bale out 
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the well, i.e. the number of gallons per minute for 
Say,one hour. ‘the Driller stated that he could 


raise a 10 gallon baler three times per minute. 


Answers to these requests are expected at 
any time as advice has been received from the driller to 
the effect that water was struck at 96 feet. Meanwhile, 
this report has been prepared and sent to you for 
consideration. 

It is hoped that further construction will 
not be delayed as a well is said to deteriorate if 
removal of water from it ceases eas a Nm,

With reference to your letter of April 26 re 
the water supply system at Duck Lake Indian Residential 
School, I enclose herewith apreliminary report on the 
condition of the existing wells, the action taken in 
view of the serious water shortage and the additional 
construction required to complete the new supply with 
estimates of cost. 


The report states that one well, some distance 
from the school, is functioning and provides the only 
present source of supply. The well on which the school 
was principally dependent failed and has been definitely 
abandoned. In place of it a new well has been drilled 
close to the present school and water obtained at a depth 


of 96 feet. 


The cost of the new well is estimated at 3775, 


and the extension to the existing basement will cost about 
£900 more. The well is being drilled by R.E.Creelman 
under authority of your letter of April 26 and the not- 


ation on Mr. Hoover's telegram of May 4. 


I shell ve glad to have your confirmation of 
what has already been done and instructions tc preceed 
with the rest of the work, including the names of those 
who are to be employed. Is is important that the work 
be completed as soon as possible, as it is our experience 
that a drilled well is subject to serious deterioretion 
if it te allowed to stand unused for an} leneth of time.

Herewith enclosed please find my account for 
drilling well at Indian Residential school at Duck Lake. 


Rev.4t.Yelmas is sending you a log of well so I 
will not enclose one. You will note that I have drilled 
to the depth of one hundred and eighteen feet, twenty-two 
feet after striking water at 96 feet, 1 always go through 
the water bearing strata and then set the screen in the 
most suitable place. So I have set the screen at 105 to 
112 fees level where the coarse sand and gravel is, I 
bailed the well at the rate of 5 bailera every two minutes 
each bailer full holding ten gallons, without lowering 
static head over five feet. We then put the school pump 
on and pumped for six hours at 7 gallons per minute without 
lowering static head. 


I would recommend this well for seventy-five 
gallons per minute without doing well any damage, ZI wlso 
would recomend a deep well turbine pump capacity 75 gallons 
per minute for this well as this wel 11 give a good fire 
protection ot any tims.

With further reference to my letter of 25rd 
instant regarding the water supply at the above-mentioned 
school, I am now able to send two Blue Prints of the proposed 
improved system prepared by P.As¥etterly of this staff. 


Father Delmas has reported that the distance from 
ground surface to water surface is 29 feet. The bottom of the 
pump pit will therefore need to be about 15 feet below the 
surface to allow for a suction of 14 feet. It has been so 
designed. 


According to the letters of Yather Delmas and Mr. 
Creelman, two copies of which are enclosed, a plentiful supply 
of water has been obtained. Mr.Creelman recommends a deep well 
turbine pump. Mr.Fetterly and I consider that the old shallow 
weil pump should be sufficient. At any rate it should be tried 
before considering a new deep well pump. We have no doubt of 
its efficiency. 

You will also note that Father Delmas states that 
Mr.Creelman is ready to present a proposition for finishing 
the work.

Purpose of Report. 

A Preliminary Heport on the above named 
subject was prepared and dated May 17,1934. The work 
is now completed and this constitutes the final report 
pursuant to an inspection made on August 30,1934, by 
the writer. 

Materials. 

The materials were of excellent character. 

They were supplied promptly when needed. 
Workmanship. 

the workmanship is of excellent character. 
‘he heavy pressure tanks in the adjacent basement 
were not disturbed to any extent whatever although 
the pump pit is 8 feet lower than the floor of the 
latter. ‘the footing is very solid, being on a hard 
sand; the extra wall under the original tank basement 
wall is solid. ‘the concrete appears solid, there being 
no cracks. fhe connection with the old tank roof 
is well made, the new reinforcing steel being hooked 
on the old steel which was uncovered. A slight 


discoloration a few inches square appeared in the 
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west wall at the junction but this can be eliminated 
by banking this portion. 

fhe cutting of the opening from the small 
entry into the new basement occupied the labour of the 
four men for six days and cost $48.00. The electrical 
fixtures were installed by the school engineer at no 
cost to the Government except for some of the material. 

the pump and motor from the old well was 
installed in the new orie and works efficiently.

below the floor of the pit. When pumping is begun the 
water lowers about a foot in the casing, probably the 
“drawedown" only. Pumping can then be continued for a 
day or more and the water stops at this level. 

The water is of even better quality than 
that produced by the old well. 

The windmill over Well No.1 will still be 
used on windy days.

Mr.Schmidt, Indian Agent; Father Delmas,the 
Principals; and the writer, were very pleased with the 
completed work. Mr.Murison, inspector of Agencies, to- 
gether with the Superintendent-General, visited the 
school immediately after completion and, after examining 
the installation, expressed themselves favourable after 
an inspection.

I beg to call your attention on our small cold 
storage, which proves inadequate. 

When the school was built, ten years ago, the 
Department was not supplying any school with a Genuine Frigidaire 
Although the schools built since then have been supplied with

I realize that ten years ago it would not have 
been wise to have one, when our electric power was so limited. 
Instead of this, a small brick building was put up by the 
Department in 1926, on the North side of our pantry.

We beg to enclose tender for Refrigerator Equipment for 
the Indie School et Duck Lake. In aoing so we ere tak- 
ing the liberty of making ea few suggestions with the 
object of obtaining the maximum amount of refrigerator 
space from the building at present used as a refriger- 
ator, also with as much convenience as possible for the 
kitchen staff. 


On the day thewriter exemined the present refrigerator, 
water was standing on the floor of the refrigerator and 
the kitchen superintendent advised me that this occurred 
each spring. Suggestions sre embodied in contract to 
take care of this. 


Further, the superintendent complained that when the 
building was erected tear paper was used in the const- 
ruction and the sell of this ter paper got into all 
foods stored in the refrigerator during the summer, when 
the weather was hot. We suggest that this matter will 
have to be taken care of when re-building the refriger- 
ator end we have accordingly inclufied this in our estim- 
ate and the contract. 


On examining the building in which the present refrig- 
erator is housed we tind that the roof of the building 
was connected with the main building. The building 
housing the refrigeretor did not connect with the mein 
building except at the door of the meat cutting room. 

We have enclosed a plan of the building as it is at the 
present time end as we would suggest that it be made, to 
obtain the maximum storage space which is betty needed 
by the school. The proposed change would not involve 
any structural difficulties nor any material cost, as the 
brick taken from the wall removed could be used again on 
the new wall and for bricking up the old ice entrance on 
the outside of the building.

Northern Hardware, 
Prince Albert, I called on the manager,on May 9th and asked him 
if he had received my letter of April 24th,asking for a quotation, 
he said he had and was referring the matter to someone else (Mar- 
shall Wells I believe). Grosser & Glass Ltd,Prince Albert, have 
written me saying they have no facilities at the present time for 
doing this worke 


After receiving the Departmental letter mentioned above

I visited the School yesterday and inspected the interior 
of the building with the Rev. Father Delmas, the Principal of the 
School, whom I requested to submit a report on the work he cons- 
-idered necessary. 


The work mentioned in his report is, in my opinion, 
necessary, and I recommend as follows; 


That an expenditure of approximately $100 be made first 
for material to repair the steel steps on the stairways. Accord- 
ing to the Principal's report enclosed herein it will not be nec- 
-essary to pay for the labor in this connection. In uibees the 
cement filling in the steps is so badly worn that the outside 
steel flange bf the step is now above the cement and accidents 
are liable to occur to those descending the stairway by getting 
the toe of their shoe caught in the steel flange and falling down 
the stairway. 


Inr egard to the placing of metallic sheets on the 
cieling of the Pharmacy room, painting the walls and cielings 
where required I would recommend that a competent workman be 
asked to submit an estimate as to the cost of the material and 
labor required to do this work. In so doing it is possible that 
it will be found unnecessary to expend the amount provided.

I beg to advise that th ré Swing re rs 
are badly needed at the Duck Lake Indian Hesidential School; 


Four classrooms and the Sewing Room in the 
School require to have the ceilings and walls painted, and 
the floors varnished. 


The steps leading to the front entrance of 
the School require replacing as the boards thereon are 
badly worn and rotted. 


The roof of the Commnity Hall at this School 
requires re-shingling. As this building is placed between 
two chimneys sparks often fall on the roof. It therefore 
should be shingled with a fireproof material. 


The School also requires a shoe sewing machine 
for repairing the pupils’ shoes, es the old machine is now 
worn out. 


I beg to advise that owing to the crop 
failures during the past four years this School has had very 
little revenue from their grain crops. They also have had to 
reduce their herd of cattle. This has resulted in their not 
producing sufficient funds to keep their buildings in repair. 


The Principal has requested that the foregoing 
projects receive the consideration of the Department. 


I recommend that his request be favorably 
considered.

On September 3rd Mr. Hayes, Provincial Inspector 
of Steam Boilers made his annual inspection of the two steam 
bollers at the Duck Lake Indian Residential School. He has 
reported that the tubes in both boilers are badly pitted and 
that it was absolutely necessary to have them replaced. 


On contacting him by telephone on the night of 
the 7th he further stated that it would not be safe to use 
the boilers as the tubes were liable to go at any time and 
he doubted that they would stand one week's use. 


While in Prince Albert yesterday I interviewed 
Mr. J.C. McDonald, Manager of the Prince Albert Foundry 
Company regarding the cost of new tubes, and installing 
thereof, also as to whether or not he had sufficient on 
hand to meet our requirements. He advised that he did 
not and stated that he would be able to procure them from 
Winnipeg but that there might be a slight delay due to the 
present control over materials of this kind. 


Skilled labour will be required to remove the 
old tubes from the boilers and install the new ones. Such 
labour is not available in Duck Lake. Mr. Hayes, Boiler 
Inspector, recommended Mr. G. Pritz of Rosthern as being 
well experienced and capable in this work. I contacted 
Mr. Pritz by telephone today in order to get an estimate 
as to the cost of the labour. At present he is overcrowded 
with work and is unable to examine the work to be done at 
the school. His charges are one dollar per hour plus the 
services of a helper, and he estimates that the cost of his 
services alone will be $300.00 which is $100.00 less than 
the rough estimate given to me by Mr. McDonald of the 
Prince Albert Foundry. The helper in this work will be 
provided by the school at no extra cost. 


As the school building cannot be properly 
heated even in mild weather it would be appreciated if 
immediate authority could be granted to have the necessary 
repairs made to the boilers.

1 et the delay in this matter, however we have finally 
secured a definite estimate from M, “ K, Plumbing and Heating 
Company, ‘rince Albert, Sask. and enclose herewith @ copy of their 
letrer gated July 26th., also Form No. 37 outlining the amount 
required to purchase new tanks and labour in eonnection with 
installation. 


I recommend that the new tanks be purchased immediately 
as the old tanks are no longer safe for use under pressure required. 


I have carefully checked over the installation of the 
new tanks with Mr. Masche of M, & K, Plumbing and Heating Co., 
who accompanied me to St, Michaels Indian Residential School 
and the following is the proposed method which is submitted for 
Departmental approval. 


le Leave old tanks in present position, to be used for storage 
purposes only. in the event of a serious fire outbreak, the 
additional storage capacity of tanks now in use would be of 
considerable value. 


2. Imetall new tanks immediately above and (at ground level) 
over old tank housings. 


3. Brect a new additional structure over new tanks. uilding to 
ve of brick and tile with tarred roof, 2 walls only required 
28° x 11° high and 23° x 11° high. 


4. Heating arrangexents for preventing freezing in cold weather 
is availabie at no extra cost by removing windows petween new 
addition and main boiler room. Estimate of costs of material 
and labour for addition to house new pressure water tanks will 
be forwarded immediately available. 


My reasons for recommending the addition to house the 
new tanks is as follows: 


When the present water pressure tanks were installed, 1 
find that liberal quantities of cement was used and the tanks 
installed with very little thought as to replace:ent in future 
years. The walle and ceiling are eonstructed of solid concrete 
and to now remove the ceiling, replace the present tanks and 
erect a structure over again will cost eonsiderable, also while 
the installation is under way, the water supply at the school 
will be eut off for approximately two to three weeks. This to 
my mind will cause @ serious fire hazard and also inconvenience 
to the school personel who are now employed in and around the 
school premises.

I am returning herewith a 
requisition for six (6) sewing machines requested 
by the Principal of the Duck Lake Indian Residential 
School and submitted to the Purchasing Agent by the 
Superintendent of Training. I am returning also a 
memorandum dated February 5, 1947, and a statement 
outlining in detail the policy that might be followed 
with respect to the purchase of supplies for use at 
residential schools throughout the Dominion. This is 
no doubt the information to whieh you refer in your 
memorandum. I can attribute our failure to discuss 
this matter with you or with Mr. Jackson personally 
to the fact that the time at the disposal of the 
Superintendent of Training has been decidedly limited. 
He has been, as you know, giving until now a great 
deal of attention to the readjustment of Indian day 
school teachers' salaries and to the preparation of 
memoranda relating to their eligibility for superan- 
nuation allowances. 


The proposal that purchases at 
residential schools should be measurably uniform is 
simply one that will not work in practice. My exper- 
fence has convinced me that each request for supplies 
must be considered and decided on its merits, always 
keeping the actual needs of the Indian pupils in mind, 
particularly their educational needs and their educa- 
tional advancement. 


There are few requests for sewing 


machines, for example, from schools operated in cooper 
ation with the Church of BngYand in Canada, for the 


sees Simple 
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simple reason that the Women's Auxiliary of the 
Missionary Society of this Church have accepted 
the responsibility for years of supplying ready- 
made clothing to Anglican Residential Schools. 
Until two years ago, this branch paid the freight 
amounting to approximately $800.00 a year on this 
clothing. Late in the war period, however, the 
women responsible for supplying the clothing ac- 
cepted this charge also. Dr. Alderwood, with whom 
I discussed this matter six months ago or so, was 
not at all sure that the policy was a wise one, 
judged from the standpoint of the pupil. In other 
words, he felt that it might be more advisable to 
buy cloth - drese material and cloth for boys' 
suits - in bulk, and have the pupils, particularly 
the senior girls, undertake the actual making of the 
garments and suite. He considered, and I was dis- 
posed to agree with him, that it was of the utmost 
importance that girls should be given a certain 
amount of this training prior to their return to 
the reserves. 


There seems to be a feeling 
that certain School Principals, because of their 
persistency, request and receive more supplies than 
those to which they are entitled, This contention, 
however, is not borne out by the information on file, 
A number of examples of ose eee the significance 
of which is apt to be overlooked are made at certain 
schools annually. The Mohawk School at Brantford, 
for example, is operated nominally at least under the 
auspices of the Church of England. There are this year 
fifty-three pupils, many of them graduates of this school, 
and others of the Indian day schools on the Six Nations 
Reserve, proceeding with high school studies at a cost 
to this department of $12,000.00. The same policy, but 
not to the same extent, is followed at the Shingwauk 
Home at Sault Ste. Marie, also operated under the aus- 
pices of the Chureh of England, and at the Brandon Sehool 
operated under the auspices of the United Church. We 
have not, however, I regret to state at this date an ar- 
rangement such as this with any of the schools operated 
under the auspices of the Catholic Church, for the simple 
reason that Catholic schools, with rare exceptions, are 
built on Indian reserves, and we have not found it pos- 
sible or practical to adopt the Brantford policy at 


eee schools 
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schools in remote and comparatively inaccessible 
districts. 


The request for six (6) sewing 
machines at the Duck Lake Residential School repre- 
sents an attempt on the part of the Principal to re- 
model discarded military clothing purchased by hin 
from the War Assets Corporation and to make as well 
dresses and suits for the girle and boys in attend- 
ance at the school. The Oblate Order have for & 
number of years purchased dress material and suiting 
in bulk at wholesale rates for distribution to their 
schools. This provides the pupils, particularly the 
senior girls, with a certain amount of valuable train- 
ing. There are at this date 202 pupils enrolled at 
the Duck Lake School, but per capita grants are allowed 
for only 187. The last audit statement covering the 
period February, 1945, to March, 1947, indicates that 
this school was indebted to the Oblate Order to the 
extent of $10,709.73, but the debt was reduced during 
the period covered by the sudit by the sum of $2,084.82. 
It ie significant to note that no interest has been 
charged on this loan. The auditor in his report states: 


®While most of the expenditure groups 
show increases, the percentages of increases 
are not large, other than in Clothing and 
Food, namely, 76.8% and 37.17%." 


Indian Agent MeLeod in a letter 

dated January 24, 1948, directs our attention to a 
report submitted by Mr. A. M- Warren, District Manager, 
Singer Sewing Machine Company, Prince Albert, which re- 
ort shows that of the sewing machines now in use, one 
1) ie 43 yeare old, one (1) 39 years old, one (a5 23 
years old, one (1) 26 years old, and one the age of 
which cannot be ascertained, and another 24 years old. 
Mr. Warren points out that these machines are in poor 
condition and few will question this opinion, in view 
of the fact that they have been operated by Indian pup- 
ils over a long period of years, and Indian pupile have 
never been noted for their interest in or care of Govern- 
ment property. If we are going to be at all realistic 
about these matters, we might as well face the fact that 
all the churches engeged in the operation of residential 


«+ schools, 
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schools, with perhaps the single exception of the 
Chureh of England, have found it impossible during 
the war period, and even at this date, to secure 
boys’ and girls’ clothing to the extent necessary 
to meet their actual needs. This matter has been 
brought to my attention almost weekly during the 
last seven or eight-year period. 


I must state that I have been and 
still am greatly disturbed with the condition of a 
number of our residential school buildings and lack 
of equipment at these schools. To enrol Indian pupils 
at residential schools and to refuse to supply them 
with the equipment necessary to engage in a worthwhile 
course of academic and vocational instruction is, in 
my judgment, a sheer waste of public funds. In this 
connection, I am sending forward for your information 
a copy of a letter received by Dr. Moore from Dr. L. B. 
Pett. I may state that immediately following the re- 
ceipt of this letter I had a conference with Dr. Moore 
and Dr. Pett. The discussion at this conference indie- 
ated the appalling lack of equipment at the schools 
visited by the official of the Department of National 
Health and Welfare. 


It is our intention, now that the 
Superintendent of Training is no longer responsible 
for administration in the Welfare Division, to work 
out a standard program for Indian residential schools. 
In this pregram provision should be made for - 


(a) - A worthwhile course in academic and 
vocational instruetion - 


(b) - An agreement with the Churches whereby 
all teachers employed will be fully 
qualified academically and profession- 
ally - 


Schools to be visited and inspected at 
least twice annually - once by the Public 
Seheol Inspector as now, and once by a 
representative of the department, prefer- 
ably the official now responsible for the 
promotion and supervision of vocational 
courses at Indian schools.

Be: Our food service assistance to residential schools 
Dear Dr. Moore: 


In 1945 you secured some assistance on menus and diets in 
certain schools and I offered continuous service when it could be 
arranged. This was finally arranged with the assignment of one of 
my nutritionists, full time, beginning in September, 1946. Three steps 
have been takens 


(1) a poster drawing contest was sponsored, with cash prizes. 
My Division spent about $4,000.00 on this and was successful in receiving 
a great deal of information on how Indians think about food, as well as 
in giving Indian schools the idea that food is important. 


(2) A course for cooks and for Indian girls who might be able 
to serve as assistant cooks was held at Lebret in July, 1947. This 
course cost this Division about $500.00 and much more to the Branch. As 
shown in the accompanying Appendix many of those who attended are not 
now in a position to use the instruction, and only 1 person out of 39 is 
known to be using it. This unsatisfactory result is due to several 
factors, including the method of choosing candidates for the course, and 
the lact of support from principals and other administrators. 


(3) Inspections of Indian Residential Schools were begun in 
order to help cooks to provide more nutritious meals. Detailed reports 
were made on dietary shortcomings, facilities in the school and other 
problems. In 13 schools a re-visit has now been made, nearly a year 
later, and practically no improvement has been found. To date this work 
has cost us about $5,000.00. 


The following comments may be made from visiting 38 residential 
schools: 


(a) no school was doing a good feeding jobs 


(b) a lack of mechanical equipment makes necessary the use of 
much student time on other than instruction; 


(c) a lack of coordinated plans for the farm to supply the school 
meals has caused the purchase of foods which could have been 
raised; this increases the cost of an adequate diet and makes 
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our recommendations result in a demand for money, when the 
@ - need is actually for a policy that combines 
with the training and the food supply; 


(a) The cook frequently lacks training and is thus not able 
take advantage of our assistance; efforts to correct this 
by a cook's course were not successful (see 2 above); 


(e) the methods used in Indian Residential Schools as reflected in 
their food services do not appear to be fitting Indians for 
their usual return to the reserve,(e.g. ignoring local foods 
and food habits) nor for proper understanding of white procedures. 


1. Wo further visits to Indian Residential Schools « 
likely to be useful since there is no value in knowing that another 
school is below standard nutritionally, and little benefit can be 
measured from these visits. 


2. 


places, but since this seems to apply to 
just a food matter. 


I propose to change our food advice to Indian Residential 
Schools in the following ways: 


1. Continue such contacts as now exist, by correspondence and 
sending of materials from time to time. 


2. Discuss nutrition problems with Principals and others in 
so far as this is made possible by Conferences called by the proper 
suthorities. One of the purposes of such discussions would be to 
evolve with their help sets of menus and tests of foods to be provided 
which could be priced locally and covered by a sufficient money grant 
in relation to the development of the farm. This need for 
directions appears to be fundamental to developing good feeding at the 
schools; it requires planning 
administration, not the “"hot-potato" approach 
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3. Make a demonstration project of at least two schools 
provided that cooperation of the Indian Affairs 
be 


The project would be a long term matter involving several 
years. A complete nutrition survey of all children would be carried 
out. Any essential renovation of the kitchen would have to be carried 
out, a8 well as assurance of money for the menus, so as to get firste 
class feeding. Further clinical and statistical studies would be carried 
out at 6 month or yearly intervals. 


In one school it would be possible to study the effects of 
foods containing added vitamins and minerals. My attitude on this topic, 
which you raised with me recently, is that there is need for small scale 
study of any results that can be achieved before launching a wide program 
in the North. It is a remarkable fact that food fortification was 
launched in the United States and a few other countries without any 
such study. Even after several years there is no clear evidence. It 
seems to me important to have a better indication that is now available 

to achieve the results desired. 


I hope that you will comment on these ideas when we meet this

The Principal of the Duck Lake School would appreciate 
our purchasing efther an Bleotrie Range of the same capacity 
or a coal burner with automatic stoker. I have checked over the 
stove now in use and find that it is beyond repair and requires 
replacing. 


In view of the uodel of the range required being a very 
\ large type I am uneble to submit quotations from local sources

Attendance at the Duck Lake Indian Residential School 
now totals 225, pupile and the staff totals approximatley 25 
therefore the coo range required should be of a capacity 
to prepare meals for the number shown. 


2. Refrigeration 


The additional refrigeration equipment is required to 
provide necesagyy refrigeration in connection with preservation 
of perishable food supplies, especially milk, butter, eggs and 
meat. The present refttgerator is really too small and requires 
freezing temperatures for meats, whereas low temperatures is not 
required for other food ovggnne* such as milk, eggs ete., when I 
visited the school on May 18th, I found that substantial quantities 
of perishable food supplies could not be accomodated in the locker 
and the reffigerator now in use was filled beyond capacity with 
additional supplies being cooled in rather unsanitary manner due 
to limited space for this purpose and I beleive that the addition 
refrigeration is badly needed to assist with the proper handling 
of the necessary supplies that are required.

With regard to (1) in the Department letter referred to, 
while the cost is somewhat more than a walk-in refrigerator of 
the same capacity, the Princip: wishes to have the refrigerator 
at one end of the dining- room the kitchen, and the location of 
the present refrigerator is very awkwardly situated with respect to 
the dining room and the kitchen. If in the dining room, the refriger- 
ator becomes a part of the dining room, and therefore should be 
ornamental as well as practical. It is the intention to use it for 
milk and butter, mostly, as the other refrigerator is suitable for 
meat and vegetables, but cannot be used for milk and butter without 
tainting them. 


With reference to (2), the refrigerator sugested will not 
reduce the size of the dining room floor space, as it is to be 
installed under a stairway which has to remain, and will be taking 
the place of a cupboard now constructed under the stairway, for 
storage of brooms, etc. 


With regard to (3), the cost of moving the present refrigerator 
unit to a place convenient to the dining room and kitchen would be 
nearly as much as the construction of a new one, but I am of the 
opinion that the old one is quite serviceable where it is, and a new 
one should be added at the point mentioned at the end of the dining 
room. 


Again referring to (2)........... 
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Again referring to (2), and that part thereof 
which refers to 300 yds. of expensive linoleum in the dining 
room, this linoleum has not been laid, and will not be laid 
on the dining room floor, which is in the basement of the 
building, and concrete. It is not needed there, and will be 
a source of trouble, through moisture, if it is laid on that 
floor. Father Latour would like permission to use it in other 
parts of the same building. In my opinion it is not very 
necessary to lay linoleum on most of the remainder of the build- 
ing where the floors are of hardwood, and there are other 
schools where it is needed worse than the Duck Lake School, if 
it is decided that it should not be laid on the dining room 
floor at the Duck Lake School. 


Please instruct me further in connection with the 
linoleum.

Dear Sir: 
- The following extracts from the Boiler & Pressure Vessel Act 1948, are 
particularly drawn to your attention. 


Section 14 An inspection certificate may set forth repairs or alterations to be made 
in, upon or in connection with any boiler, pressure vessel or plant, and the owner shall 
causé such repairs to be executed forthwith. 


Section 17 Every inspection certificate shall be posted in a conspicuous place in the 
plant or near the boiler or pressure vessel to which it relates and shall be produced by 
the owner or other person responsible for or in immediate charge of such boiler, pressure 
vessel. or plant upon demand of an inspector. 


Section 20 (1) No owner shall cause or permit any high pressure boiler or steam plant to 
be operated unless : 

(a) a chief engineer who holds a certificate entitling him to operate such boiler 
or steun plant as chief engineer, and who is not responsible for the operation of any 
other boiler or steam plant, is responsible for end personally supervises the operation 
thereof; and 

(b) either such chief engineer or a shift engineer who holds a certific ate 
entitling him to operate such boiler or steam plant as shift engineer is in immediate 
charge thereof and the chief engineer, shift engineer or some other person acting under 
the direct supervision of the chief engineer or shift engineer is in personal. attendance 
on the boiler at all times, whether or not any such boiler is equipped with automatic 
control. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), no owner shall cause or permit any low pressure boiler or 
steam plant having a capacity of twenty horse power or more to be operated unless a 
person who holds a certificate entitling him to operate such boiler or steam plant is 
responsible for the operation thereof and in personal attendance thereon at all times. 


(5) A low pressure boiler having a capacity of not more than seventy-five horse power 
which is equipped with an automatic low-water cut-out device approved by an inspector 
and designed to shut off the fuel fire in the event, of low water, may be left unattended 
md in operation for a period not exceeding ten consecutive hours if: 

(a) the safety valve is set to relieve at not more than fifteen pounds to the 
square inch; 

(b) the safety valve and automatic low-water cut-out device are tested daily to 
ensure their efficient operation; 

(c) the automatic low-water cut-out device is installed in such manner that it 
cannot be rendered inoperative by the manipulation of any manual control or regulating 
apparatus and the water colwm, water glass and the float chamber of the cut-out device 
may be thoroughly blown out each day. 

Section 27 Every owner of a boiler, pressure vessel or plant shall provide and keep at 
all times in a readily accessible location an adequately equipped first aid kit for the 
treatment of minor injuries and shall produce such first aid kit upon demand of an 
inspector. 


Our inspectors report that in some instances owners are employing persons 
to operate boilers who do not hold certificates issued under the Act and we sincerely 
hope that after receipt of this notice such violations will be corrected making further 
action unnecessary. 


Your full co-operation in respect to 11 the requirements of the Act is 
solicited in the interests of public safety and will be greatly appreciated.

The question I am asked to advise ~ on is whether 

a oatent should issue to La Corporation Toiscopale Catholi- 
que Romaine de la Saskatchewan. The facts of the case as 
shown on file are that:- 

lst In 1893 tt was determined to srect an Industrial 
Senool in tne District of Saskatchewan; an’ it was finally 
decided that it should be erected at Duck Lake upon lands 
which the Vicar Apostolique administered on behalf of la 
Corporation des Oblats de Nordouest and la Corporation Apos- 
tolique Catholique Romaine de la Saskatchewan. 

end The Vicar Apostolique was willing to surrender to 
the Government one hundred acres in exchange for other lands 
to be allotted to him out of public lands. 

gra Bofore it was decided what lands should be given 
in exchange the Bishop transferred and there was forwarded

La Corporation 
ies Oblats du Nord-ouest snould have a legal title to the 
South-wegt quart er of Section 4, Township 44, Renge 20, West 
of the second meridian, Saskatchewan, and la corporation 
Episcopale Romaine de Saskatchewan should have a legal title 
to the North-east quarter of Section 4, Township 44, Range

The question of what legal st@ps are to be taken 
to satisfactorily adjust tue titles of the Crown to the 
lands of the Induatrial School and the title of the two Cor- 
porations to the lands which it is intended to convey to them 
is one by no means free from doubt, and as it &ffects anot ner 


as well as this Department, it appcars one proper to bo re- 
ferred to the Department of Justice. 
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As a matter of conveyancing Tf think that as the 
lands to be exchanged with the two Corporations were Dominion 
lands the lands given in exchange should have been conveyed 
to the Crown at an express consideration of $320.90 in order 
that they mignt be held under the Dominion Lands Aet and 
under Section 31 of that Act His Excellency in Council 
should have appropriated the desired hundred acres for the 
purposes of an Tndian Boarding School; and that under 
Section 29 of tne Dominion Lands Act there should have bem 
sold to each Corporation respectively for an express con- 
sideration of $160.90 the lands intended to be conveyed to 
them. 

It appears to me that the Ordor in Council of 14th 
January, 1895, does not come within Section 31 of the Domin- 
ion Lands Act, and does not constitute a reserve for Indians 
under Section 90 of the Dominion Lands Act, and T am at a 
loss to aseertain in whet way it is possible for this Depart- 
ment to use the machinery provided by the Indian Act to carry 
out the apparent intention of the Order in Council of 14th 
January, 1895. 

I consider that it will be necessary to adjust 
titles; and I recommend that te Department of Justice be

As we 
have a mission at Meadow Lake we should be given leave to recruit from 
thie Reserve alao. 

Before undertaking the improvements on our school at Duck Lake 
I will wait your answer about these Day Schools, and your promise to 
give instructions to your Agente that they should warn the Indians that 
the Boarding School is sufficient for their needs. Otherwise it would 
be useless to inour such heavy expenses with the perspective that in a 
few yeare our school would have to be closed for lack of pupile.

In the conversation I had with Mr. F. Oliver just before 
going to your office, I drew his attention to the fact that the Indians 
around the Boarding School here made a demand on the Department to estab- 
lish Day Schools on thie Reserve, as well on Batoche's, and other small 
Reserves. I told the Minister that if these schools were opened it was 
useless to try to maintain the Boarding School, as the Indians would mich 
vetter like to send their children to the Dey Schood than to the Boarding 
School. I expressed aleo my opinion based on experience at Saddle Lake 
and other reserves that Day Schoole as a rule did not give any good results, 
and the Honourable gentleman answered me that he no more than myself 
wanted Day Schools on the above mentioned reserves. Yet last week I 
heard at Duck Lake that the Indian Agent was keeping the Indians under 
the impression that they would or could get Day Schools if they wanted 
them, and as an immediate result of such conduct the Indians refuse to 
send their children to the Boarding School where we have not just at 
present the full number of pupils. Will you please give instructions to 
your Agent at Duck Lake, that we may know before making expensive improve- 
ments on the school, that we are sure of getting pupils for the same.

I have to draw your attention to the letters herewith 
from the Rev. H. Grondin, 0.M.I., who has charge of the Indian schools 
of the Oblate order, These letters refer to the situation of the 
Duck Lake Boarding Sohool which was under review at the time of the 
conference between the delegates from the Churches and the Depart<- 
ment. As it is desired under the new arrangement that the building 
should be owned either by the Church or the Government and as there 
ie a certain joint ownership at Duck Lake, the Minister, I understand, 
was favorable to allowing the Olmrch to acquire this property as it 
stands for the purchase of the land at $8.00 an acre, with the 
stipulation that they should bring the buildings up to the etandard 
required by the Department, When Rev. Father Gabilion, the Prinocip~ 


uke 
of the School, was here we went very carefully 4m the changes that 


would have to be made, and he was furnished with a plan of the 
tes that should be carried out in the basement. The Department 
had also obtained a plan for certain drainage improvements to provide 
@ proper sanitary system in the building, but the levelea were not 
furnished by the Giyil Engineer who did the work, and we therefore 
could decide nothing on that point. I 
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I think the Department should still be favorable to handing 
over this property to the Church, but Father Grondin requires in 
effect a pledge from the Department that we will not open day schools 
on any of the reserves from which pupile are drafted to this Boarding 
School. The Indians of Muskeg Lake and Beardy's Reserve are 
anxious to have day schools on their reserve; and while I think 
perhaps they would not at present be very well supported, it is not 
consistent with Departmental policy to make a bond that no day 
achools will ever be established on these Reserves.

In the exception quoted under "secondly" in the description 
for transfer of the S.E.} Sec.4,Tp.44,R.2,W.5.M.,it appears 
to me that Exception 5 duplicates a portion of Exception 1 
and also duplicates the land covered by Block 1 in Excep- 
tion 4. The 5th Exception,therefore,would appear to me 
to be more correct if it were worded "the northerly five 
chains of all that part of the said quarter section lying 
West of the right of way referred to in Exception 1". It would 
appear that Parcel F as shown on plan V§731 should also be 
excepted. In Exception 9 a street is called Lewis 
Street as shown on said plan W; this street is shown on the 
plan as Louis Street.

I am enclosing herewith copy of a letter 
from Indian Agent N.J. McLeod 
at the Duck Lake Indian Residential School. 
from Mr. AeM. Warren, District Manager of the 
Reverend Father Latour, giving his Opinion of 
machines now in use at the school, 


While I agree that we have some sewing machines now in use of such 
an age that they should be replaced, I do not agree that they should all be 
replaced at once. It will be noted that two of the machines are forty-three years 
old, and one is thirty-nine years old. Four of them are twenty-three years old, 
one twenty-four years old, and one twenty-six years old. The age of the remaining 
four is not known. 


In his enthusiasm to promote sales on behalf of his company 
Mr. Warren would Suggest discarding all of the sewing machines to be replaced by 
new ones. This does not seem reasonable to me. If two Singer sewinc machines have 
been in operation for forty-three years why should not the four which are twenty- 
three years old be expected to give some more service? 


I would recommend that six new machines be purchased for the 
ck Lake School, three of which would replace the three very old machines, and 
he other three to replace three of those in the poorest condition. 


Please note the remarks in the last paragraph of Indian Agent 
McLeod's letter that all of the old sewing machines being replaced by new ones 
be distributed to Indians, While this may seem a wise move they will be old 
machines difficult to keep in repair, and the Indians may have reason to complain 
if given « machine which is broken and cannot be repaired. If the Department 
decides to purchase the six machines which I have recommended, and distribute the 
old machines to Indians,I shall enquire further into the distribution of ola machines.

I believe this type of training is necessery, 
especially in view of the farming Indians now becomi 
equipped 338 ponte ferming machines. While the addition is 
not large it ll permit of sufficient space for the paerpose 


required and in this manner will permit instructors to give 
practical demonstrations in care and operation of farm 
tractors, trucks and all saveias, Sopteas* now in use and it 


is also intended to provide fa ities for instruction to 
adult Indians during the winter months. 


The Principal of the Duck Lake School is prepared 
to furnish all lebour costs in excess of the amount shown, 
$225.00, this sum is estimated to cover costs of wages for 
the services of a competent bricklayer only, the remainder 
of the work can be completed by his employees. 


I personally believe this type of training is 
necessery and will result in our young Indian boys leaving 
residential school with a working knowledge of care and 
maintenance of power farming equipment and I recommend thet 
the expenditure be approved.

I have discussed the matter of the addition or the 
Reverend Principal and Indian Superintendent McLeod, and, certainly 
the addition is needed. However, in submitting the copy of the 
letter and requisition as received, I am doing so in order that 
they may be given camsideration, and not with any hope that authority 
will be immediately given to proceed with the expenditure as outlined. 


I would recommend that the Departmental Purchasing Agent 
secure prices for the material, and that the material be purchased 
in that manner. 


With regard to the labour, it will not be necessary to get 
prices on the labour as there is only one bricklayer available in 
that locality, and he works at union rates. It will be noted that 
most of the labour will be performed by, the school staff.

It is with pleasure that T am 
forwarding to you a sample of goat-cream butter made 
here at Duck Lake Indian School. 


However, I must state that it was 
not made in a churn, This was tried with the result that 
after an hour's churning there was no change whatever in 
the cream, With an egg-beater the butter is made in 
twenty minutes. So we are inclined to think that the 
brisk movement ie necessary in the making of this butter. 


This week nine gallons of milk were 
passed through the separator giving us two quarts of 
oream out of which two pounds, two ounces of butter 
were obtained,

Let me assure you, however, that your 
thoughtfulness and courtesy in remembering me in this way 
is very much dod rane. I was more than delighted to 
learn that you a herd of goats at the school. I am 
looking forward anxiously to Mr. Morris' report, in 
which he will no doubt deal fully with the success you 
have had in the management of this particular herd.

The goats at thie school are doing very nicely. They 
are milked regularly and the milk is used in the school, ‘The Sister in 
charge of the dairy has successfully made butter from the milk and a sample 
and instructions are being sent to Ottawa for inspection. Father Latour has 
distributed ten (10) young female goats to Indians on the Beardy’s Reserve. 
He visits thie Reserve regularly and will give the goats constant supervision. 


Note: Father Latour requested that, if possible, a 
pure bred Seanen male be sent to him from Spanish. - kindly en- 
deavour to obtain one for the Duck Lake School. Note: erstanding 
with Father Primeau is that all male goats of the Saanen herd at Spanish will 
be made available for our service at a cost of $20.00 each, crated f.0.d. 
Spenish, I have already asked that a Saanen male be sent to the Grouard 
and Blue Quills Schools. When these shipments are being mate another one 
could be included for Duck Lake.

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Regarding the sending of male goats to the 
Grovard, Blue Quill and Duck Lake schools as recommended in my 
reports I wish to make it clear that I never intended that young 
goats be sent. I do feel that good animals six months old could 
be sent without any difficulty. These three schoole are very 
interested in the raising of goats to be distributed to needy T.B. 
Indians and we will have to encourage the project by helping to 
obtain breeding stock, 


I investigated the possibility of obtaining 
Saanen mile goats at Edmonton, Calgary and at any other place where 
I thought goats could be obtained. This question was very 
thepoughly discussed with Inspector Schmidt and all the agents I 
have visited todate and in every case they state that there are no 
good breeding goats to be had. Mr, Schmidt etated regarding the 
purchase of goats in British Columbia that there are only a limited 
number available at a very high price and that in his opinion there 
has been 4 great deal of inbreeding already. He was of the opinion 
that if goats are to made a success Of in the Agencies in the West 
good breeding stock will have to come from Ontario. 


I would therefore suggest that Father Primeau 
be asked to hold a number of good male goats until I return to Ottawa. 
I will provide him with shipping instructions so that the animals 
can be shipped, stopping over a certain points where the Farm 
Instructors can feed water and exercise them, so that they will reach 
their destination without hardship.

Large number of cows being milked and cream shipped 
to oreameries. To-date we have had no report on Tuberculosis 
test of cattle on Beardy's Heserve conducted by Health of Animals 
Branch, Department of Agriculture during month of April. Dr. 
A.B. Gibson, Veterinary, who conducted this test states there 
were no losses and reasons for delay in submitting his report is 
due to his time being devoted to a serious malady affeoting large 
herds of cattle in the Prince Albert District during the month 
caused by infections from Black Flies, approximately 100 head of 
cattle died in the area surrounding Prince Albert, Sask. during 
the monthnfrom this Malady. Losses on the reserves in this Agency 
from the same malady totals 5S head only.

The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 
the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it. 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 
the Department through the Indian Agent’s office.

I think we have discovered & suitable Farmer 
for File Hills. Hie name is James Montgomery, and he is from 
Camilla, Unt., in the neightorhood of Crangeville; has a 
farm of his own; a married men with no children,of his own, 
but an adopted boy who is about ight years of age. His 
age is 41, and he svems to be a man of good health, and 
is of medium size. 1 have made enquiries from those who know. 
him, and ali speak of hin as @ man whose influence in the 
neighborhood has always been good, and a farmer who has 
always kep his farm in good condition; buildings and everything 
being in good repair. i would judge from his appearance and the 
reports that I have received that he belongs to one of those 
families we sometimes find in a4 neighborhood that stand out 
somewnat from the average, and who are always celled upon to 
do any special work that needs to be done. This mm's father 
was of that type, and he seems to have inherited his father's 
temperement. He is the Superintendent of the Sunday School, 
and has been the Secretery and Treasurer of some organization 
out amongst the farmers. That type of man that we can usually 
build upon to do his best. 


He came in to see me, ani I got one or two others 
to meet him all of whom were favorably impressed. I was al® 
interested in noticing the carefulness with which he sought to 
know everything about the situation before deciding. His wife 
has been a teacher for some years, and should occasion arise 
perhaps might be o! service in filling « vacancy until a 
successor was secured. He goes Weetwith the hope of making 
himself of sufficient value to the Government to merit promotion 
some day. That is a laudable attitude forany man teking up such 
a situation. He will sell his farm here, and has been perplexed 
as to whether or not he should take with him his furniture. 

If sold by suction, it would probably be sacrificed. 1 have 
written to Miss Cunningham asking whether or not it would be 
better in her judgment to take furniture with him and thus 
to furnish his ow house. 


I had e letter from Dr. sarquharson of the 9th 
January, in which is the following sentence from Miss Cun ingham; 
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Mr. Scott, -2-

"It seems the Department is resolved to appoint a married 
man; tuilding a house for him, and vive him @ salary of 
$600 per year. to be taken out of the per capita sllowance.” 
Do we understend that the house is to be taken out of the 
per capita allowance, as well as the increased salaryy 

One would like to have a definite understanding upon these 
points. 


My expectation is that Mr. Montgomery will 
make the farm more then pay its way, assuming that there will 
be no frosts or hail-storms, against which no men can 
protect himself. As soon as i hear from you, and if 
Mr. <eere's appointment is approved, I shall inform him. 

He would like to begin at once. to dispose of his property, in 
order to get there with the opening of the spring. I feel 
hopeful that we have found the man that is wanted.

The necessity for the appoimtment of someone with 
mechanical knowledge to look after the plumbing and other 
fixtures of this kind has again been brought to the atten- 
tion of the Department.

In conelusion I beg to refer you to the terms of 
the contract for the maintenance and management of this 
school. Section 9 calls for, among other things, the in- 
struction of the male pupile in gardening, farming and the 
care of stock, or such other industries as are suitable to 
their local requirements; and Section 12, provides that the 
Management shall keep and maintain the school buildings,

Yours received stating that the work 
at File Hills is handicapped for want of a competent 
farmer or assistant principal to take charge during 
the frequent absences of the principal. I have seen 
Dr. Farguharson this morning and he tells me thet he 
thinks there is at present a satisfactory farmer 
connected with the school. At any rate that is but one 
of the things that need to be done. 

The Western Committee is sending a deputation 
to investigate the whole situation, which has not been 
satisfactory of late. Mr. Maclaren's marriage to one 
of the Indian pupils has embarrased very much the problem 
and radical changes are necessary to save the situation. 
We have been in correspondence about it and Dr. Baird 
and some other member of the Committee are to visit it 
this week with a view to some radical action. We are 
greatly disappointed becaumge we regarded Mr. Maclaren as 
our most competent man. He has unquestionable ability and 
is interested in the Indian work. My fear is that it will 


be necessary to dispense with his services entirely.

M. Graham, In« 
spector of the South Saskatchewan Inspectorate, in which he 
reports to this Department the sad death by drowning on Nov.l@ 
of Archie Feather, seven years of ace, a pupil of the File 
Hille Boarding School. In company with two other pupils 7 
to 10 years of age, this boy was playing on the thin ice of 
the lake noar the shore and close to the school building. He 


wae on a hand odkich and it seems he was pushed out from the 


shore by theother boys on to very thin ice and went through. 
The alarm was at once given and although it was only six to ten 
minutes before the lad was taken out of the water, and efforts 
made to revive life, he succumbed. 

The parents of the boy feel very keenly about 
the matter and think there was gross carelessness on the part 
of those in charge of the sohocol in allowing olildren of that 
age, entrusted to their care to play in so dangerous a place. 

The Départnent ie of the opinion that this 
ie a case in which it is clear that negligence has resulted 
in loss of life. It would appear that the trouble at the 
school is that the present staff is not sufficient to look 
after the work and exercise proper care over the pupils. The 
attention of the Presbyterian Church Authorities has repeat- 
edly been called to the need of a larger staff at this echool. 
A man with some mechanical knowledge ie required to attend to 
the plumbing and heating and work of that kind. The services

the school is to attain the success expected of it. In 
this connection I beg to refer you to the terms of the con- 
tract for the maintenance and management of thie school. 
Seotion 9, pert 1, of the Contract calle for, among other 
things, the instruction of the male pupile in gardening, 
Farming and the care of stook, or such other industries as 
are suitable to their local requirements; and Seotion 10, 
provides for the supplying by the Authorities in ollarge, of 
everything necessary to the personal confort and safety of the 
pupils in the school. 

The Principal is at present the only man about the 
Place, and as he is neither a farmer nor a mechanic, it is 
not possible for him to perform the duties pertaining to 
these positions as well as exercise proper supervision over 
the pupils under his charge. 

The Department has been under a large expenditure 
of money in oconmetion with the buildinze at this school, and 
has up to the present fulfilled the obligations of the con- 
tract. The present situation is very serious and calls for 
immediate attention on the part of the Church Authorities. 

A Farm Instructor should be appointed ot once ,also 
the other help required and full steps taken to remedy the 
condition of affairs existing at thie school.

When a boarding school was 
opened and a Mission established also a church building 
erected, Under Rev. W. S. Moore, an Indian congregation 
was organized~ the membership reached something over 
forty,- over one hundred Indians were baptized, quite a 
number of these adults. When the Regina industrial

school,opened in 1891- forty pupils were drafted from the

school here (known as the Lakesend school), Mr. Moore 
left soon after to take up work elsewhere, Whether it 
was thought that the Regina school would be sufficient to 
serve the needs of the reserves or not I cannot eay, but 
for some reason the Lakesend school was closed, After 
Mr. Moore left there were long intervals <- often of sev- 
eral years- when there was no Protestant missionary and 


no Protestant service of any kind. One or two men gave 


service for brief periods, When the writer took charge

there had been no service for about 3 years, that is no 
regular missionary. We found the church building had 
been destroyed by a prairie fire. Services are conduct- 
ed now in houses and tepees. 

The Indians are asking for a school to be cen- 
trally located to serve these three reserves. They have 
been insisting on this for several years. At one time 
it was thought that the File Hills boarding school would 
serve these reserves, i. e., the Protestant Indians, but 
the parents protest that it is too far away and in the 
past two years we have only been able to get 3 children 
from these reserves to File Hills school. There are now 
about 30 children of school age. The Indians are hold- 
ing tnese in hope of a school, which they claim has late- 
ly been promised them by Govt. officials. Now it seems 
that if we are to make any permanent stand here we must 
have control of the children. Pagans, R. Catholic as 
well as the Protestant Indians are most friendly and 
would send their children to their home school, If we 
do not get these 30 children (and there are many more 
will be of school age in a short time), most of them will 
be drafted into the nearest school- the R. C. school at 
Lebret. i 

No doubt if a school is voted- and the 
Indians state that it has been promised them- the Dom, 


Govt. will erect and equip the building, but likely some 
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Church will have control. It is evident that if the 
controlling Church is not ours we might as well abandon 
these reserves. 

A school might be opened this winter say 
after New Years by making use of the old agency buildings 
on the Muscowpetung reserve- some repairs would be ne- 
cessary- but a small outlay, say, $500.00, would make 
the buildings serviceable for the winter- in this way we 
could hold these children until a permanent building be 


erected.

I am of the opinion that it would be e decided mistake 
for the Government or the Presbyterian Church to start a 
Day school for Piepot,Muscowpetung end Pasque reserves, 
The Department have made emple provision for all the children 
on theQu'Appelle Agency (both Catholics and Protestants ) in 


the two Government schools at Qu'Appelle and File Hills. 
The latter was recently built with the idea of taking care 


of the children of the File Hills and Qu'Appelle Agencies. 
At the present time there ere twelve children from the 
Qu'Appelle Agency attending this school,five of whom have 
been admitted since Regina school was closed, and there is 
room for thirty more pupils in the building.One resson why 
the children from Qu'Appelle Agency are not attending school 
Duncen Campbell Scott,Esq, in 
Deputy Supt. General of Indien sffeirs, 
Ottawa. 
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in greater numbers is that they claim Mr. Campbell told them 
they would get a Day school and 4s a result of this alleged 
promise they heve been holding beck their children from both 
File Hills and Qu'Appelle schools,send I have had complaints 
about this from the Principals of both of these institutions. 
Another reason, so far as the File Hills School is concerned, 
is that recruiting has been very indifferently carried on. 
Mr. Heron was appointed Missionary on the West Reserves and 
Leunderstand one of his duties was to assist in recruiting 
for the File Hills School.He hes done prectically nothing 

in this regerd.His sympathies are and always have been for 

@ school on the West reserves and he has been talking to the 
Indians on these lines ever since he went there,and they use 
this @ an argument for not sending their children here. 

Mr. Heron's suggestions are impracticably. It would be 
impossible to have a Day school that would serve more than 
One month reserve,although, from his letter, you would think 
it quite feasable.He says a school might be temporarily 
started in the old Agency buildings. These are situated ten 
miles from the Indians on Piapot reserve,seven or eight miles 
from the settlement on Pasqua's @nd four miles from the 


settlement 
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settlement on Muscowpetung reserve. 

As I said before there is ample provision for all 
the children and I would suggest that if the Department 
does not intend to start a Day school at Qu'Appelle Agency, 
that Mr. Heron be so informed,through Dr. Grant, and also 
that he be advised not to keep agitating for s school that is 
not at all necessary, as such @ course tends to work against 
the recruiting of the two schools now in existence. 

I may add thet the Grand Trunk Pacific railway,which 
now passes along the South Boundary of the reserves of the 
‘Qu'Appelle Agency makes it quite convenient for the Indiens 
to bring their children to File Hills as it is only about 
one end a helf hours' run to Balcarres. I think some means 
should be taken to force the parents, who are holding back 
their children, to send them to school. There would be no 
evil consequences if the act were put into force. There is 


ample room in both schools for all.

Dear Mrs. Motherwell: 


Pursuant to your request, I have made a study 
of all the files available and our various reports, in 
an effort to learn something of the early history of the 
Presbyterian educational activity among the Indians at 
File Hille. Our first record is of a day school on the 
Little Black Bears Reserve, opened in October, 1884, with 
a Mr. J. CG. Richardson as teacher. This activity failed 
because of lack of interest and because of the unsettled 
conditions brought about by the Riel Rebellion. In 
September, 1886, a Mr. R. Toms re-opened the sohool and 
it was continued with some success until September 50, 
1889. It was closed at this time, as the pupils were 
recruited for the boarding sehool which had opened in 
Maroh of that year. 


During our conversation, you mentioned a Mr. 
Donald H. Melvor, an Indian graduate in Theology from 
Manitoba College. I oan find no record of any activity 
in his case at File Hills. He was teacher of what was 
known as the Okanase or Riding Mountain Indian Day 
Sehool, in the Birtle agenoy, for a few years commencing 


1883. He transferred for a time to the Cote School and 
then baek again to Riding Mountain. 


There is attached a tabular statement, showing 
the average attendance, per capita grant allowed and the 
ypuens at the Pile Hills Indian Residential School 

‘om 9 to the present time. I regret that I have no 
reeord of the number of half-breeds that were maintained 
and educated by the school at File Hills during its 
earlier years. I am attaching also extracts from the 
official reports of the ve ment. The year mentioned 
in each case is the year of the report. I trust these 
statements will prove useful. 


As you requested, I am forwarding a copy of 
this communication and enclosure direct to Mr. Rhodes, 
the present principal at the File Hills School.

“Dear Junior Red Cross Friends: 

“On behalf of the pupils of File 
Hills School, I wish to thank you very 
much for the interesting and instructive 
Portfolio you sent us. 

“We take a special interest in our 
neighbours to the south of us and we 
hope the portfolio which we are sending 
you will be interesting to you. 

“Our school was built in 1911. It is 
twelve miles from the nearest town, 
Balcarres, and it is about sixty miles 
from Regina, which is the capital of 
Saskatchewan.

“There are about ninety children 
in this school. We come to school 
when we are five or six years old, and 
graduate at eighteen. 

“The Senior pupils attend school 
only half a day. Grade VII and VI 
go in the morning and Grade VIII in 
the afternoon. The other half day 
consists of cooking, washing, sewing 
and mending. The primary classes, from 
one to four, go both morning and after- 
noon. 

“There are quite a number of build- 
ings around the school. The Principal’s 
house is a little to the east of it. The 
main building consists of the dining- 
rooms, play-rooms, dormitories, staff 
offices, sewing room, kitchen, dairy and 
store rooms. 

“There are nine members on the 
staff, namely—the Principal, Matron, 
Domestic Science teacher, Laundry 
Supervisor, Cook, Engineer, Farm In- 
structor and two Teachers. 

“We have six weeks’ vacation in 
summer. We all go to our homes for 
our holidays, most of them being quite 
a distance from here. We also have 
two weeks’ holiday at Christmas. 

“In the winter we generally have 
picture shows, which are held once a 
week. Other nights we spend our time 
by doing what we like.

At the present time our Pupilage is 90 and for 
the past 6 month's we have had hetween 95 and 100 pupils 
enrolled, this has resulted in increased expenditure to 
the extent of ahout $100.00 per pupil, which includes new 
outfits for all new pupils and additional expenses for food 
etc. 


I have found this increased expenditure some- 
what burdensome owing to the fact that the past year was 
practically a total failure in this district as far as crops 
and garden truck were concerned, the expenditure for feed 
and seed of all kinds heine very heavy (about $1200.00 was 
Spent on these items alone) this is in addition to the in- 
creased exoenditure for food and clothing for the extra 
pupils. 


I did not want to turn these pupils away, 
especially after the oarents had &ovlied for admission un- 
Solicited, I considered that a refusal to admit them at this 
time might have an effect on the recruiting in future. 

I shall be very glad if you will kindly take 


this matter up with the Department with a view to having this 
increase granted as from April lst.

In 1921 and for a year or two after that date our 
School enjoyed exemption privileges from Sales Tax which was wery 
much appreciated by all the Schools, in view of the necessity the 
Government finds in making a 15% deduction from per capita grants 
I believe it would help the Schools considerably if they could be 
granted exemption privileges again from the Sales tax. 


Practically all the supplies purchased by the Schools 
for their necessary operation are subject to 6% sales tax or slightly 
less, if they were exempt from this Tax the burden of the 15% 
deduction would be lightened considerably.

He also informed me that 
the Father of the boy andi the boy arrived at the School 
at 8.15 Sunday morning. The father stated that he had 
found his son Kenneth hanging by the neck from a cross 
beam in his stable at approximately ten minutes to seven.

In accordance with Dr Robertson's request 
in his letter dated October 28th relative to the 
attempted suicide of the above mentioned Pupil of this 
School, herewith please find statement from myself 
and one from Mr Ganner, Boys Supervisor, attachede 


It was reported to me at about 6-25 PM on 
Saturday October 2lst that the above mentioned Pupil 
was absent from the Supper Table, I instructed the Farm 
Instructos and the Boys Supervisor to search the grounds 
and Buildings for him, this was done but they were 
unsuccessful in finding the boy, I then proceeded to the 
home of the Boys Parents, Mr Harry Stonechild, and 
informed them that the Boy had left the School without 
permission, Mr Stonechild immediately commenced a search 
for his Son and on my way back to the School I kept a 
sharp watch for any trace of the Boy. 


On my return to the School I made enquiries of 
the male members of Staff to ascertain if there was any 
real cause for the boy running awey, Mr Ganner gave the 
information as set out in his statement, this information 
was corroborated on questioning the Boy the following day 
and it would appear that his truancy and subsequent act 
were based on the flimsiest of causes, this Boy had not 
been punished and as far as I am aware there had not been 
any threatened punishment by any of the members of Steff. 


This Boy is at times very vacant and while I have 
never noticed any suicidal tendencies there appears to be 
rather a low mentality, I believe however that there was 
not any premeditated intention of committing suicide but 
rather a desire to cause trouble or bring discredit on the 
School.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter file 306-11B., 
dated November 8, requesting report on the above na ed Indian 
School boy. 


Since his admission to hospital for observation following which 
was thought to be an attempt to commit suicide, he has appeared to be 
perfectly normal and in no way has exhibited any symptoms of mental 
disarrangement. In order to be certain he was normal it will be necessery 
to to take him in for examination and report by Dr. Rothwell. I am 
hoping that it will not be necessary for him to remain in Hospital, but 
expect to take him to the Doctor's office. Once this report is received 
a report will be forwarded to you. 


At present I am of the opinion that the action he took was not that 
he wished to take his own life, but rather that he wished to stir up 
disatisfaction against the school and staff, with the hope that he would 
be discharged. Unless Dr. Rothwell recommends that he be committed to a 
mentel institution, I would recommend that arrangements be made for him 
to be transferred to another Residential School. I do not feel that it 
would be in the best interests of the other pupils to have him back at 
File Hills School and there would be a certain amount of punishment, that 
he is going to be away from his parents and not be able to see them as 
frequently as in the past. To me there is no reason whyhe should not 
continue to attend school, I will admit that no matter how long he may 
go he never wili win a Governor General's medal, but that is no excuse 
to 4llow him to return to the “eserve to bum around and do nothing. If 
he is wanting to start that before he is 15 years of age, what will be 
be like when he reaches the age of 25 years.

Dear Sir: 


I beg to attach Police Report and correspondence re 
Kenneth Stonechild, attempted suicide, File Hills Residential School. 


It will be noted the Police suggest that some further in- 
vestization should be made into the cause for his act. I have taken 
the metter up with Mr. Dodds, the Agent; Mr. Rhodes, the Principal of 
the School; and Dr. Simes, our Medical Superintendent. I can find 
no evidence that this boy has received any punishment in the past, 
hed anything to fear at thet time, or any valid reason why he should 
have made this attempt. 


The boy has been, since that date, in the Qu'Appelle Indian 
Hospitel, under the supervision of Dr. Simes, and the Doctor reports 
that he can find no evidence of any mental derangement. He is, how-~ 
ever, going to bring him in to Dr. Rothwell for further examination. 
It is also Dr. Simes' opinion that the act was not committed with the 
intention of taking his life, but rather to stir up trouble in the 
school in the hope of securing his discharge. Dr. Simes recommends 
that if the boy is found to be normal he be returned to another school, 
es he considers the boy would have a bad influence, if he were returned 
there, on the rest of the pupils. Dr. Simes is apparently also of the 
opinion that he is not very bright and the schooling will not be of 
much benefit to him, but considers that he would be better there than 
running around the reserve. 


We heve in our schools both boys and girls around 15 years 
of age upon whom, in my opinion, we are simply squandering money in 
sontinuing them there with the hope of advancing them further in edu- 
cation. This boy is apparently one of that class. Under ordinary con- 
ditions I would recommend his discharge, but owine to the fact that it 
is believed he took this action for the purpose of obtaining his dis- 
charge, were it now given, it would have a tendency to encourage other 
pupils to take some action such as this to obtain theirs. I would there- 
fore recommend that if this boy be found normal, authority be given to 
transfer him to another school. May I have your instructions please,

I note that in the last paragraph of your 
letter you state: "We have in ovr schools both boys 
and sirls around 15 years of are upon whom in my 
opinion we are simply squandering money in continuing 
them there with the hope of advancing them further in 
education," 


I am inclined to agree with you that a 
great deal of time is wasted in all educational instit- 
utions in seeking to educate boys and girls with a low 
I. QQ. On the other hand, we have learned from experience 
that it is an exceedingly dangerous thine to turn boys 
and girls of this age with a low I. . rating loose on 
the reserves. You should feel perfectly free to point 
out to the principals of residential schools that these 
boys and girls should be engaged in vocational work - 
sewing, knitting, mat making, basketry, elementary 
agriculture, dish washing, ete. I learned from exper- 
lence in the operation of the subnormal institution 
at Portage that it is astonishing what these boys and 
girls can undertake and accomplish if given the right 
direction. 


Tn the case of Kenneth Stonechild, I can 


see no <-

Dear Dr, Simes: 


Your patient, Stonechild, was in my office on November 14th. After 
going into this case, and with the information you had given me, I feel 
that it is just a problem of behaviour in this boy. It might seem 4 
little unusual that he would go to the lengths of trying to take his life, 
but I feel, as you seem to, that he did not intend to do anything more 
than create sympathy for himself. He is undoubtedly deaf and has consider- 
able difficulty in the school classroom, and as a result of this he claims that t 
the teacher would get out of patience with him at times and “Boxed his ears", 
I believe he said. He is quite emotional and cried; when telling about it. 
I suppose that it was not as bad as that, but rather he himself was not 
anxious to remain in school. No doubt these children of the wild are even 
more inclined to want to be out of School in the wide open spaces than a 
white child, so it would not be very unusual if he did feel that way about 
school. 


When he left the school and went home he was still in fear of his 
father punishing him and taking him back to the school, and that no doubt 
would explain his remaining outside and then arranging things so that it would 
appear when they turned up in the morning thet he had tried to take his own 
life. He is only fifteen years of age and rather young to think of something 
as serious as that, and I do not feel that he was intending to take his own 
life--in fact he volunteers the statement now that he did not, but thought it would 
be a good way to have himself excused from running way from school, 


I am inclined to be sympathetic towards this youngster because there 
were many things about the school that he did not like besides the teacher. 
He tells me that the boys of his age teased him a great deal and would tell 
him he was both dumb and deaf and, from his own statements, they did impose 
upon him, To protect himself from that he chose to play with children much 
younger, which no doubt created the impression among the teachers that he was 
of their mental age. 


You suggest getting some new school environment and I think that would 
be advisable and it might chlp to solve the problem. TI do not feel thet this 
boy is as yet either a defective or a case of mental trouble,

I have to report that the ‘above mentioned 
Pupil of this School truanted on Friday evening, November 17th 
between 5-30 and 6-00 PM, he proceeded to his home the same 
evening, I went to the home of his Parents the following morning 
and hhey informed me that the boy was out helping his brothers 
to cut wood, when the Father and myself went to the bluff the 
boy could not be found, I Becided to leave the boy with his 
farents and advised them to bring him back to the School when he 
had settled down somewhat, they returned him to the School on 
Tuesday afternoon and at 5-30 the same evening he was again missing 
he was returned to the School again on Thursday and was put to 
bed and his clothing taken away from him. 


On Friday morning Mr Ganner, the Boys 
Supervisor sent one of the Boys to the Dormitory for this boys 
dishes, the boy returned immediately and reported that Reggie 
was trying to hang himself in the Bathroom in the Dormitory, Mr 
Ganner immediately went to the Dormitory and found this Boy 
suspended from a vent pipe in the Jathroom by a belt under his 
chin and attached to a Bed sheet thrown over the pipe, Mr Ganner 
released the boy and sent him back to his bed,(the boy was able 
to walk to his bed without any difficulty) and placed a guard 
over him, this guard has been mainfained since.

I am attaching a letter received from Mr. Rhodes, Principal 
of the above school. You will note from this that there has been 
another case of so-called attempted suicide at this school; that it 
is Mr. Rhodes' opinion that there is some outside influence trying to 
stir up trouble; that he suggests getting the Mounted Police to send 
in a special investigator. 


I have discussed the matter thoroughly with Mr. Rhodes. He 
is firmly convinced that in neither case did the boys actually intend 
to commit suicide--in fact both of them have admitted that they did 
not. In the last case the strap was under the boy's chin, not around 
his throat. 


Mr. Rhodes is of the opinion that while the Boys' Supervisor, 
Mr. Ganner, has done nothing in the way of punishment to antagonize 
the boys, some of them have taken a dislike to him and are adopting 
this method of stirring up trouble, with the hope of having him re- 
moved. While Mr. Rhodes suspects some outside influence is at work, 
he has no evidence at all to support the idea. 


He suggested that the Police send in an investigator, and 
while, in my opinion, to do so would be of no value, as I do not be- 
lieve the Indians would give any information to any white man so sent 
in, even if outside influence is being used, I took the matter up with 
the Mounted Police and they advise that while they are at all times

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ready to assist, they do not consider that the R.C.M.P. should become 
involved in such an investigation, as it rather revolves around the 
administration of the school. I have informed Mr. Rhodes of this and 
expressed the opinion that if any white man could secure such in- 
formation, it would be Mr. Holloway, our Farming Instructor on the 
Peepeekisis Reserve, as he is well liked by the Indians, and I have 
suggested that Mr. Rhodes consult him. I have also suggested that 

he discuss the matter with George Deiter, one of the best farmers on 
the Reserve, and probably more in touch with what is actuelly going 
on than any other Indian there. Deiter has previously been very 
antagonistic to the Department, but has recently swung around and is 
now working with us. 


The boy who gave the first trouble is now back at the 
school. He has assured Mr. Rhodes that he will give no further trouble. 
fhe last offender is also at the school and has given the seme assur- 
ance. No punishment was inflicted on the first offender, but the last 
one was well spanked in the presence of an R.C.M.P. official, who was 
called in by Mr. Rhodes at the time of the offence. 


It is my opinion thet this will end this trouble at the 
school, as both the Indians and the children see thet they have gained 
nothing by what they have done and will, I believe, abandon that method. 
Mr. Rhodes, however, has considered the matter, and while he feels, as 
I do, that the trouble may be over, he feels at the same time that 
he is sitting on a volcano, as it were. 


I would appreciate your advise as to what further action 
should be taken in this matter.

The file Hills Indian Residential School was 
visited during the month. 1 was very favourably impressed 
with the cleanliness of the different departments and the 
general efficiency of the staff, which would reflect 
capable supervision on the part of the Principal. At the 
present time difficulty is being experienced with the water 
supply at this school. The main source of supply having been 
cut off. The well in question is a drilled well some three 
hundred feet in depth. The pump connection broke and to date 
it has been impossible to retrieve the disconnected portion 
from the bottom of the casing. Several experienced men have 


been engaged and work is still being carried on.

I am in receipt of a report foom the Mounted Police 
on Wilfred Deiter, an Indian boy from the File Hills Colony who ren eway 
from the school for the second time. Evidently the Police were called in 
and the boy in question was found with his father near their home on the 
Reserve. Constable Nears states in his report as follows: 


* In conversation with this boy and also his father, it 
was learned thet his reason for running away from the 
school, is due to the fact that he gets no cless work, 
he is doing outside work, such as hauling hay, cutting 
wood, and general leabourinc, the father states, thet in 
view of the fact thet his boy is receiving no better 
education et the school than he would receive at home, 
and further thet the other boys have enlisted and he cen 
use this boy's help, he does not encourage him to stay st 
school. 


With full knowledge of the fact, that Indians are fond of 

making complaixts of frivilous neture, there would appear 

to be some ground for this matter and in view of the fact 

that hunting these children takes up considerable time, at 

a time when other more important matters have to be neglected, 

it is considered that some action should be taken to have 
conditions rectified, in order thet there will be no recurrence." 


Superintendent Nicholson of the Police makes the 
following remerk: 


" It would be appreciated if the natter of this boy's escapades 
could be brought te the sttention of the officials concerned 
in order that appropriate control may be exercised over his 
future actions." 


I, of course, have not heard your part of the story

Report on the File Hills indian sidential School 
Dear Sir: 


I wish to inform you that I visited the File Hills 
Indien Residential School on the Sth instant. 


I reported on this School on November 28th, 1940, 
and everything is practically the same as it was at that time. 


The buildings are in about the same state of repair 
as they were last year. 


The crop, however, was very poor this year on 
account of drouth, and they only threshed 900 bus. of Oats from 65 acres, 
and 570 bus. of Wheat from 40 acres. ‘The Principal also informed me 
that they only harvested 500 bus. of Potatoes and it will be necessary 
for him to purchase edditional potatoes during the Winter. This is no 
fault of the School, simply a case of lack of moisture. 


They have the same amount of cattle at the School 
as they had last year and at the time of my visit they were milking 
12 cows. 


The well at the School with which they had so much 
trouble last year, is functioning satisfactorily at the present time 
and they have an abundance of water. 


I was in the classrooms talking to the children 
and they all looked exceptionally well. Therefore they are evidently 
well cared for and there was no sickness of any kind in the School. 
There were 90 children in residence and two still to come, at the time 
of my inspection.

Dear Sir: 


Regarding the burning of the classrooms at the File 
Hills Indian Residential Sehool, which happened on the 6th 
instant, when Mr. Jones, the Indian agent, was in the office 
here last week, he was of the opinion that the fire had been 
started by faulty electric wiring. However, he now informs 
me that a few days after some of the children started to 
discuss the fire at different times and there were a lot of 
rumours floating around. Therefore Mr. Jones got in touch 
with Cpl. MeCarro, of the R.C-M-Police, Baloarres, who carried 
out an investigation at the school, during which three boys 
admitted setting fire to the school. 


fhe boy who actually 11% the mateh and started the 
fire is only 12 years old and is from the Carlton Agency, 
Mistawasis Reserve. Benny Pasqua and J Keepiness, aged 
15, of the Qu'Appelle Agency, helped the little fellow and 
more or less forced him to start the fire. 


Agent Jones was in the office today and we went to 
see Superintendent Darling, of the R.C.M.Police here in the 
city. While we were there he got in touch with Commissioner 
Ring, of the Bureau of Child Proteotion and it was G@ecided to 
take the three boys into custody. Mr. Jones is to lay the 
charges tonight when he returns to Baloarres. These boys 
will be brought in to Regina very likely to-morrow and placed 
in the Industricl Sohool here until such time as their case 
comes up. 


Have you any inetructions to give in the matter? You 
will receive this letter on Monday morning, as I am sending 
it by Air Mail, and if you write back immediately I should 
receive your reply on Tuesday. fhe Police Report will not 
be forwarded by Cpl. McCarro until about Monday.

" on the burning of the classrooms at the File Hills Indian 
Residential School. 


In conjunction with Corporal McCarro of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police, Balcarres Detachment, an 
investigation lasting two days was carried out, and it 
has definitely been established that the classrooms weré 
deliberately set on fire by the students. To date three 
boys, Sampson Pechawis, age 12 years of the Mistawisis 
Reserve, Carlton Agency; Benny Pasqug age 15 years, of the 
Pasqua Reserve, QutAppelle Agency; and Jimmie Keepness, 
age 15 years, of Muscowpetung Reserve, also of the qut 
Appelle Agency; have each admitted Bis guilt and the part 
each played in this affair. 


The investigation was carried out on april 
15th and 16th. JI laid an Information ami Complaint on 
Friday, April 17th and the boys were removed to the Regina 
Industrial School on Saturday, april 18th. They will 
remain there pending further instruction from the 
Departmente Tt is understood Mr. Christianson, Gene ral 
Superintendent of Indian Agencies has contacted the De~ 
partment requesting the Department's wishes and instructionse 


As stated above, to date three boys have 
amitted their guilt, but there is no doubt in my mind that 
\ all of the senior boys in the School were aware of what 
was going to take place and had a hand in the careful and 
deliberete plans that were laid. It is my intention to 
have the investigation continued. 


I understand the police are submitting a 
detailed report to the Department. Therefore I did not 
see the necessity of my doing so and have confined my report 
to the findings to date and the action takene

are both in jail at the present time. They were placed in the 
Regina Jail on Saturday afternoon by His Honour, Police Magistrate Freser, 
v of this city, in connection with the fire and the burning down of the 
File Hills School classrooms, This now makes a totel of five boys who 
we been apprehended and where it will end I do not know. I was talking 


to Cpl. Macara, who is still investigating this and he informed me 

\ personally he wes afraid every one of the older boys at the School 
were implicated one way or another. Evidently the plan was to burn 
down the main building as well. 


I received a copy of Cpl. Macera's report today 
on the investigation so I suppose by the time you receive this letter 
\\ our Branch will have also received a copy.

appoint a clergyman for the principalship of this 
school and one who had experience in such work. I 
am at present engaged in the task of preparing 4 
full and complete report on conditions at the school 
for the information of the Minister. I am rather 
disposed to think that the employment of Mr. Dobbin 
as principal should be temporary and that conditions 
at the school should be very carefully reviewed after 
he has been in charge for 6 months or a year.

The Women's Missionary Society of the United 
Chureh of Canada has submitted the name of Mr. LeL- 
Dobbin as Principal of the File Hills Indian 
Residential School. At the present time Mr. Dobbin 
ie in charge of the Indian Mission at the Cote 
Reserve. 


The Department has approved the temporary 
appointment of Mr. Dobbin as Principal, but we have 
advised the Board of Home Missions of the Uni ted 
Church of Canada that we consider conditions at the 
school should be carefully reviewed after he has 
been in charge for six months or so. Due to the 
destruction of the classroom building at the File 
Hills Sehool by fire and the apparent lack of 
discipline mentioned in several letters received 
from you, it is our feeling that it would have 
been yoegesense to have a clergyman appointed 
Principal. It is for this reason that we have 
only approved of Mr. Dobbin temporarily. As you 
can realize, the United Churoh at the present time 
is experiencing considerable aifficulty in obtaining 
qualified men for Principals of residential schools, 
as there has been a heavy demand for many of their 
best men to enter the Chaplain Services with some 
branch of the Active Army. 


I feel certain that both the Indian Agent 
and yourself will do everything possible to assist 
Mr. Dobbin and we will be glad to hear from you from 
time to time regarding his administration of the 
school.

In connection with the burning of the 
File Hills Indian Residential School classrooms, the trial was 
held at Balearres on Saturday afternoon last, May 16th, which I 
attended. 


Regarding the fire, five boys have 
been held in custody, two at the Regina Jail and three at the 
Boys' Industrial School here in Hegina, and they received the 
following sentences: 


Samson Pechawis, aged 12, Mistawasis Reserve - 3 months in 
the Industrial School here in Regine. He will then be dis- 
charged on probation and hes to report every two weeks to his 
Agent. 

Jim Keepness ed 15, and Benny Pasque ed 15, both from 
the Qu'Appelle Agency, were sentenced to remain at the 
Industrial School until September lst, at which time they 
will be transferred to the Brandon Residential School until 
June 30th, 1943, 

Arnold Pechawis, aged 16 Mistewasis Reserve (brother of 
Semson Pechawis), and Wilfred Haywehi, aged 16, from the 
Assiniboine Reserve, Qu Appelle Agency = one year in the 


Moosomin Jail. 


Jim Keepness and Benny Pasqua had 
counsel and were defended by Mr. Robinson, e lawyer here in 
Regina. This was arrenged for by the parents of the two boys. 
The other three hed no counsel. 


At the trial and investigation it was 
revealed that the five boys sentenced are not any worse than the 
other boys at the School because everybody knew the night before 
that the fire was going to take plece, apparently,with the eception 
of the Steff. I must say that the boys who were reprimanded seened 
to be very nice and this was borne out by the Principal of the

Regarding the burning of the File Hills 
Indian Residential School classrooms, I have been in touch 
with Mr. Ring, The Commissioner of the Bureau of Child Protection; 
the Police Magistrate; the Police; and Mr. Robinson, the lawyer 
who defended the two boys, and it hes been revealed in the 
investigation and throughout the trial thet every boy in the School 
was probably just as guilty as the others who were aes taken into 
custody, although it will probably not be recorded. 


It is my belief that since 4 new Principal 
is coming to the School in the presence of Mr. Dobbin, the present 
staff should be transferred to some other School because I am 
of the opinion that they have outlived their usefulness where they 
are now, although they may do very good work at some other institution. 


I trust that you will take this up with the 
Women's Missionary Society of the United Church of Canada, and 
insist on this action being taken.

Attached hereto is a copy of a letter dated March 2nd from 
Mr. LeL. Dobbin, Principal of the File Hills Indian Residential School, 
pertaininz to the misconduct of a number of senior boy and girl pupils. 


I visited this school yesterday, and found that five of the 
senior girls and six of the senior boys were implicated in this matter, 
and that the entrance throuch the wall separating the girls balcony from the 
store room had been effected on Jan. 30th. last and was not discovered until 
2.30 AeM. Feb. 24th. The entrance was cleverly hidden as described in the 
Principal's report. It was also found that at the times the girls were visitins 
the boys dormitory, one or more of them were acting as sentinels at a window 
from which they could observe anyone approaching the boys dormitory. There 
was no evidence to indicate that any of the members of the school steff head 
been negligent in the supervision of the pupils. I also found that the 
Principal of the school had had the partition repaired, a new yale lock placed 
on the store room door, and had arranged the store room so that there is now 
a clear view of the walls separating the two dormitories on the balcony. 


I have arranved to have the R.C.M. Police at Balcarres visit 
the school this Thursday and go over the evidence procured against ex-pupil 
George Stonechild, 16 years old, discharged Feb. Srd. 1946, in connection with 
effecting entrance into the store room by means of 4 key he had made to open 
the lock on the door leading therein. 


To date none of the parents of the pupils indicated in this matter 


have approached me regarding it and as this is the first case of this kind I 
have had to deal with I deemed it advisable to report it to you.

I wish to submit the following report concerning recent 
occurrences at File Hills School: On Sunday morning, February 24th, 
about 2.50 noises were heard in the senior boy's baleony and upon 
investigation by the Boys Supervisor five Senior cirls were discovered 
there. 


An immediate investigation by Principal and Staff revealed 
the following facts. One of the Senior boys had opened the lock on the 
balcony store room door by means of a key which he had fashioned from 
another key with the aid of a small file. Having thus gained access to 
this store-room which is separated from the girls balcony by a thin 
partition of * in. V-joint, the boys managed to get possession of a brace 
and bit with which they bored holes in the wall and removed several short 
boards from the bottom panel of the partition. The opening thus formed 
was in a corner near the floor and behind a cupboard which was put back 
in its usual position afterwards. On the girl's side of the partition 
a large packing box covered the opening. About 2 A.M. one of the senior 
boys unlocked the storeroom door and sent a smaller boy through the openine 
into the cirls dormitory to waken a number of the girls who followed him 
back to the senior boys dormitory, after which they spent some time in 
bed with the boys. In two cases attempted sexual intercourse was admitted. 
At first the visits were made with utmost stealth but later the girls became 
careless and the noise attracted the attention of the night watchman and 
boys Supervisor who made the discovery, actually catching five girls in the 


bays balcony. The visits were planned to take place shortly after the 


night watchman had made his hourly inspection of the dormitory. The offenders 
have been summarily dealt with and punishment administered fitting the 
seriousness of the offences. Parents of pupils implicated were informed at 
once and allowed to visit the balconies. 


I would appreciate very much if you would give this matter your 
immediate attention, conducting a further investigation to aseertain whether 
or not legal action may be taken azainst the boy who made the key and opened 
the storeroom.

As usual 
in many schools (even where 
hooks are possible) the boys 
thang" their day clothing on 
the beds. Here the bed- and 
night-clothes are clean and 
adequate. 


The little fellow is ailing 
but there is no other place 
to put him. 


This is pretty ancient 
plumbing and a prime wxample 
of what should NOT be held up 
to impressionable children

A girls' bathroom. The lack of 
partitions makes supervision 
so much easier although there 
are those who might carp at 
the indelicacy that such a set- 
up must encourage. On the 
centre seat I have placed an 
orange wrapper which was the 
only tissue I could find. But 
on each of the teacher's desks 
there was a roll of tissue for 
use in the classroom. I spoke 
of this to the Principal, and 
later I mailed each teacher a 
package of Kleenex without 
comment. 

It is surpoteing how many of 
our schools fail in this train- 
ing. Also it is gratifying to 
find a few schools where this 
matter is splendidly handled.

I am submitting ‘a vapert be Wi114am Creeley. 


Sunday evening, February 13th., after being home for 
half an hour I went back to the school building about 5.30 P.M. 
When I went in some boys told me William Creeley had gone up to 
their dormitory. I was surprised as visiting is over at 4.30 and 
no visitor is allowed upstairs unless they have special permission. 


I immediately went up and found him in the room of the 
Boys’ Supervisor -Mr. Panchuck. I asked him what he was doing 
there and what he wanted. He replied that he wanted the Boys' 
Supervisor to give his children (a boy of @ and a boy of 7) special 
attention and favors, and that when he came in the younger boy 
was crying. I told him all children here are treated alike and 
that none received special favors and then I asked him to leave. 


I walked ahead of him to the stairs but let him go down 
first. When we reached the playroom he said "come on outside" I 
went with him to the boys' door and opened it for him. During this 
time I had said nothing. As he went down he suddenly reached back 
and caught me by the legs and as I was totally unprepared for such 
@ move he succeeded in pulling me down the steps. He said he wanted 
to fight and he called to two friends who were waiting to come and 
help him. 


Mr. Panchuck, who had followed me, and I both tried to 
reason with him but he took off his coat and pulled out a knife 
and started swinging it around. I called to the boys who had gathered 
to get Mr. Reeves, the Engineer, and he came and tried totalk to 
him. Then I turned to go into the school and he made a race at me 
and as hie arm went round my neck I put up my hand to save my 
face. The knife cut the sweater I was wearing and made a cut in 
the fleshy part of my right thumb. When he made the race at me 
Mr. Panchuck tried to come to my assistance but George Keewatin, 
one of the Creeleys' friends, grabbed him by the hands and held him 
long enough to give Creeley his chance. Creeley kept repeating 
that he would kill me yet and that he would come back till he did. 


As I had been told by several ....cccccccccccscccccece 
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As I had been told by several that Bill Creeley was 
a@ very dangerous man I have always treated him very carefully 
in an effort to avoid friction. Last September he caused 
considerable unpleasantness here when he threatened me beacause 
visiting hours were on Saturdey from 2 to 4.30 P.M. He wanted to 
come on Sunday and any time he pleased. Followingwa talk with 
Mr. Booth on the matter I have allowed visiting both Saturday 
and Sundey afternoons from 2 to 4.30 since last October. 


I phoned the police in Balearres and they came out 
Sunday night. They arrested him on Tuesday and I understand 
the charge is common assault. He is out on bail and the case 
come up February 24th.

The Department will have received a conv of R.C.M. Police 
Report, File 49R 629-2-92, in connection with the assault of 
William Creeley, Treaty Indian, Okanese Reserve, upon Mr. Lachlan 
MeLean, Principal of the File Hills Indian Residential School. 


Mr. McLean telephoned to me late in the evenine of February 
13th, 1949, informing me of the assault. The reason he telephoned 
to me was that Mr. Booth, Indian Superintendent, File Hills-Qu'Apnelle 
Agency, was away at Ottawa at the time. I instructed Mr. McLean to 
call the N.C.0. of the Balcarres Detachment, R.C.M. Police, to deal 
with the case. 


When Mr. McLean telephoned to me he appeared quite excited 
but did not seem inclined to lay a charge. However, on my advice, 
he has done so, with the result that the accused has been sentenced 
to 2 months in Regina Gaol. 


‘ith regard to matters generally, at the school, 
has been fairly good under Mr. McLean, and this incident was 
unexpected. I do not think it advisable to take any further action 
other than that I am asking Indian Superintendent Frank Booth, on 
his next visit to the school and the reserve, to point out to the 
Indians that the school is entirely under Mr. McLean's charge, and 
that no Indian has a right to enter the school witl Mr. McLean's 
permission. 


William Creeley is an erratic type of Indian, and probably 


hed been drinking gome intoxicant before visiting the school, otherwise
